PARIS,  Sept.  4.— The  Balkan  news 
agency  hoe  received  a  letter  from  M. 
Dlscessesco,  former  Roumanian  Min- 
ister of  Instruction,  and  president  of 
the  Roumanian  Inter-Parliamentary 
group,  stating  that  as  the  atrocities 
committed  In  the  Balkan  war  were  In 
direct  violation  of  the  International 
convention  on  the  laws  and  customs  of 
war,  signed  by  all  civilised  States 
October  18.  1907,  Article  3,  providing 
that  the  belligerent  violating  the  con- 
vention shall  pay  an  Indemnity,  he  will, 
In  the  name  of  his  group,  propose  a 
resolution  at  the  eighteenth  inter-par- 
liamentary conference  that  an  Inter- 
national commission  shSrK.be  formed  to 
investigate  the  atrocities.  He  will 
further  propose  that  the  belligerents 
responsible  shall  be  sent  before  The 
Hague   permanent    tribunal. 


TWO  BIG  CONTRACTS 

Decision       Regarding      Walland       Canal 
Work  and  Toronto  Harbor  Xmprova- 


\Wi  ment  Will  Ba  Announced  Shortly 


Although  the  E.  &  N.  Land  Company 
still  has  upwards  of  1,000,000  acres  of 
land,  which  Is  available  to  those  wishing 
to  exploit  its  almost  inestimable  timber 
wealth  and  for  settlement,  the  last  few 
years  have  witnessed  nrore  actual  devel- 
opment within  the  area  granted  the 
railway's  promoters  when  the  enterprise 
was  undertaken  than  in  all  the  previous 
period. 

Mr.  L.  H.  Solly,  the  local  agent,  who 
has  been  an  eye-witness  to  British  Co- 
lumbia's advance  from  a  Province  little  \ 
Known,  and  so  unappreciated,  to  its 
present  high  position  in  the  Dominion, 
gave  information  yesterday  which  con- 
clusively shows  that  the  Island's  re- 
sources are  at  last  being  recognized  by 
outside   capitalists. 

Since  the  pre-emption  system,  which 
in  the  early  days  applied  to  that  sec- 
tion which  is  known  as  the  E.  &  N. 
grant,  was  disallowed  in  1889,  there  has 
been  a  great  deal  of  it  sold  to  settlers 
on  easy  terms  and  at  the  most  reason- 
able figures,  but  only  within  the  past 
few  years  have  there  been  any  consid- 
erable amounts  taksn  up  in  this  manner. 
Mr.  Solly,  in  this  connection,  ventures 
the  prediction  that  the  section  which 
may  be  termed  the  Cameron  Valley, 
which  includes  among  others,  the  N&- 
nooee  Bay  district,  is  destined  to  be- 
come Just  as  fine  agriculturally  and 
resirlentially  as  Is  the  Cowlchan  Valley, 
now  an  extensive  and  a  prosperous  set- 
tlement, with  the  thriving  town  of  Dun- 
can as   its  hub. 

Companies  at  Work 

Referring  to  recent  activities,  Mr. 
Solly  mentions  the  Vancouver  Island 
Fruit  Lands,  Ltd.,  the  Merchants'  Trust" 
St  Trading  Co.,  with  which  is  allied  the 
Cfimeron  Valley  Land  Co.,  and  the  Al- 
bert!] Fruit  Lands,  Ltd.  Each  of  these 
concerns  has  acquired  from  the  E.  &  N. 
Land  Co.  large  holdings,  the  two  former 
having  control  of  30,000  acres  each  and 
the  latter  about  the  same  amount.  The 
property,  Mr.  Solly  points  out,  is  being 
exploited  in  different  ways,  but  the  end 
in  view  is  the  same  in  each  case,  name- 
ly, the  bringing  to  the  Island  of  a  de- 
sirable class  of  settlers  in  order  that  the 
land  may  be  developed  as  its  potenti- 
alities   warrant. 

An  idea  of  the  enterprise  of  these  cor- 
porations may  be  obtained  from  the  fact 
that  the  Vancouver  Island  Fruit  Lands 
Ltd  ,  whose  property  is  situated  at  Na- 
ncose,  Cameron  Lake,  Newcastle  and 
Albernl,  already  has  laid  plans  for  the 
establishment  of  an  investigating  farm 
■near  Nanoose.  This,  it  is  explained,  is 
to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  expert 
agriculturists,  who  will  spend  their  time 
In  experiments.  The  object  is  to  obtain 
first  hand  Information  as  to  what  lines 
of  farming  are  the  most  lucrative  in  the 
district.  The  results  of  these  re- 
searches win  be  available  to  all  settlers. 
Thus  it  is  hoped  that  the  newcomers 
will  be  helped  in  their  efforts  to  place 
their  small  holdings  on  a  paying  basis 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment  from 
the  time  they  commence  operations. 

In  Albernl  the  Albernl  Fruit  Lands 
Co.,  Ltd.,  has  adopted  a  similar  proced- 
ure. The  nucleus  of  a  dairy  of  tha 
highest  class  has  been  formed  by  the 
purchase  of  a  small  herd  of  Liie  best 
Holstein  cattle  procurable.  In  fact 
eighteen  head  were  purchased  at  the  last 
Fiovlncial  Government  sale  at  the  Wil- 
lows grounds  In  Victoria.  However,  the 
promoters  are  not  stopping  at  this.  They 
propose  establishing  a  small  factory  for 
the  manufacture  of  cheese  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  such  an  industry  can- 
not be  operated  at  a  profit  from  that 
point.  Besides  thrv  will  enter  into  vari- 
ous lines  of  agric  :ural  pursuits.  What 
Is  learned  from  these  operations  will  be 
at  the  service  of  those  who  take  up 
land   in    the  district. 

Different  Bnterprlse 

The  Merchants'  Trust  &  Trading  Co., 
or  rather  Its  subsidiary  company,  the 
Cameron  Valley  Land  Co.,  which  has  di- 
rect control  of  Island  operations,  Mr. 
Solly  explains,  is  going  about  the  de- 
velopment of  the  section  in  its  pos- 
session in  another  manner.  It  has  about 
30,000  acres  in  the  Nanoose,  Cameron 
Lake  and  Newcastle  districts.  The  cen- 
tre of  its  work  Is  at  Quallcum  Beach, 
•which  is  described  by  Mr.  Solly  as  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  stretches  of  sand 
««•  shore  to  be  found  in  the  Pacific 
Northwest 

In  making  this  more  attractive  the 
company  has  invested  an  Immense 
amount  of  oapltal.  In  the  first  place, 
a  number  of  private  owners  of  home- 
steads were  bought  out.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  erection  Of  a  splendidly 
equipped  hotel,  designed  along  the  most 
modern  linea  and  provided  with  all  con- 
veniences. The  structure  has  Just  been 
completed,  end  la  deemed  to  be  ideal 
as  an  assembling  place  for  a  popular 
tourist  rendesvous.  I»  Its  vicinity,  and 
fontlnued    on    Psjra   S,   Col.    a.

EASING  UP  §1 
AS  TO  Mil 


Washington  Is  Assured  That 
Provisional  President  Huerta 
Will  Not  Be  Candidate  at 
Election  in  October, 


WASHINGTON.  D.  C.  Sept.  4  — Presi- 
dent Wilson  and  Secretary  Bryan  have 
adopted  the  attitude  that  the  elimination 
of  Vlctorlano  Huerta  from  the  president- 
ial race  In  Mexico  Is  assured  and  that 
the  first  step  toward  the  establishment 
of  peace  in  Mexico  has  been  accomplish- 
ed. 

This  was  the  authoritative  declaration 
of  the  American  officials,  who  also  let 
It  be  known,  that  oral  assurnm-e  has 
been  given  Mr.  O'Shaughnessy,  charge 
d'affaires  of  the  American  embassy,  of 
Huerta' a  intention  not  to  be  a  candidate 
In  the  approaching:  elections;  that  the 
United  States  would  construe  literally 
the  argument  In  the  second  note  of 
Senor  Gamboa,  Mexican  Minister  of 
Foreign  Affairs,  who  pointed  out  at 
great  length  that  a  provisional  presi- 
dent in  Mexico  is  ineligible  for  election; 
that  any  effort  on  the  part  of  Huerta 
to  circumvent  the  law  by  resigning  in 
advance  of  the  elections  in  favor  of  an- 
other provisional  president,  would  be  re- 
garded by  the  United  States  as  a  breach 
of   faith   before   the   worlr*.. 

That  the  Huerta  Government.  In  ef- 
fect, hsd  withdrawn  its  demand  for 
recognition  is  now  held  by  many  Wash- 
ington officials  notwithstanding  Senor 
Gamboa's  declaration  in  the  same  note 
"that  he  would  always  stand  on  the  un- 
avoidable condition,  which  declares  that 
there  were  in  reality 'the  ad  Interim  ex- 
ternal government  of  the  Mexico  repub- 
lic." 

Satisfactory  Answer 

It  was.  pointed  out  that  one  of  the 
peculiarities  of  the  situation  is  that 
while  the  United  States  Government  re- 
fuses to  recognize  Huerta  as  the  con- 
stitutionally provisional  president  of 
Mexico  at  the  present  time,  it  is  will- 
ing to  interpret  Senor  Gamboa's  argu- 
ment on  the  ineligibility  of  Huerta  as  a 
satisfactory  answer  to  the  American 
proposal  that  Huerta  should  not  be  a 
candidate    in    the    coming    elections. 

The  Washington  officials  point  as  the 
basis  for  their  Interpretation  to  the  fol- 
lowing exerpt  from  Senor  Gamboa's 
second  note,  transmitted  to  Mr.  John 
Llnd  and  approved  by  Huerta:  "I  beg 
to  inform  you,  Mr.  Confidential  Agent, 
that  up  to  the  present  time,  at  least, 
only  the  president  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  has  spoken  of  the  candidacy 
of  the  constitutional  ad  interim  presi- 
dent at  the  forthcoming  elections. 
Neither  the  solemn  declaration  of  this 
high-  functionary  nor  the  most  insigni- 
ficant of  his  acts,  all  of  which  have 
been  done  with  a  view  of  obtaining  a 
complete  pacification  of  the  country 
which  la  the  supreme  national  aim  and 
which  he  hay  declared  to  bring  about  In 
spite  of  everything,  have  authorised 
anyone  to  suspect  that  such  are  his  ul- 
tlTwute  Intentions.  It  is  perfectly  well' 
known  that  there  does  not  exist  in  the 
whdle  country  a  single  newspaper,  a 
single  club,  a  single  corporation  or 
group  of  individuals  who  have  launched 
his   candidacy   or  even   discussed   It" 

Details    Withheld 

The  Washington  Government  does  not 
disclose  exactly  the  nature  of  the  oral 
assurances  given  the  charge  d'affaires 
within  the  last  few  days  that  Huerta 
does  not  intend  to  run  for  the  presiden- 
cy. Intimations  of  this  character,  how- 
ever, have  come  to  the  administration 
from  other  aourcee,  Ambassador  Henry 
Lane  Wilson  on  his  return  from  Mexico 
City  having  Informed  the  Senate  com- 
mittee on  foreign  relatione  that  Huerta 
had  assured  htm  ha  would  not  be  a 
candidate.

When 
he  stepped  from  the  train  he  was  met 
oy  Hon.  L.  P.  Pelletler,  Postmaster- 
General  of  Canada,  and  conveyed  across 
the  river.  Mr.  Samuel,  who  will  be  the 
guest  of  Mr.  Pelletler  during  his  stay, 
was  driven  to  the  Chateau  Frontenac. 
At  3:30  p.m.  he  drove  to  the  city  hall 
to  attend  a  reception  In  his  honor.  As 
the  two  Posemaster-Generals  entered 
the  chamber  they  were  warmly  ap- 
plauded. 

When  they  had  taken  their  seats, 
Mayor  Drouin  arose  and  read  an  ad- 
dress. 

Mr.  Samuel  responded  in  both  Eng- 
lish and  French,  tnanking  the  mayor 
for  the  reception  tendered  him  and  for 
the  most  cordial  welcome  presented  in 
the   address. 

Referring  to  his  visit  to  Canada,  he 
said  that  after  the  Imperial  conference 
held  in  London  some  years  ago  his 
Government  adopted  a  resolution  that 
members  of  the  Government  should 
visit  the  Dominions  of  the  Empire  to 
become  familiar  with  their  conditions 
and  know  the  people,  but  up  to  tha 
present  he  had  not  been  afforded  an 
opportunity.  Now,  however,  the  wealth 
and  prosperity  of  the  Dominions  had  be- 
come so  impCffc$g.nt  that  the  members  of 
the  Ministry  had  to  make  opportunities 
to   visit  the   Dominions. 

"Lord  Haldane,"  he  said,  "has  Just. 
been  with  you  on  a  short  visit,  but  I 
have  come  to  the  country  for  -a  pro- 
longed visit  to  see  and  learn,  and.  with 
the  aid  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Pelletler,  to 
study  and  collaborate  on  questions  that 
may  bring  about  closer  bonds  of  rela- 
tionship." 

During  his  remarVs  in  French  Mr. 
Samuel  spoke  of  '..he  traditions  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  and,  In  expressing 
admiration  for  the  French-Canadian 
race,  gave  great  credit  for  the  manner 
in  which  they  guarded  their  mother 
tongue,   their  religion   and   their  laws. 

A  banquet  was  tendered  Mr.  Samuel 
at  Kent  House,  there  being  forty  guests 
present. 

Mr.  Samuel  and  Mr.  Pelletler  have 
completed  the  programme  for  the  first 
part  of  their  Western  tour.  They  will 
leave  here  Friday,  going  to  Montreal.

Morehead  City,  Beaufort,  Newlmrn, 
Washington.  Bayboro,  Bell  Haven  and 
dozens  of  other  small  towns  on  the 
coast  are  reported  as  having-  suffered 
great  losses  from  the  fury  of  the  gale. 
At  Washington  the  waters  was  waist 
deep  In  the  street,  two  railroad  bridges, 
one  a  mile  long,  of  th*  Norfolk  South- 
ern L*ne,  were  washed  away,  docks, 
steamships,  large  warehouses,  residences 
and  a  splendid  public  building  were  de- 
stroyed and  three  people  were  reported 
dead.

Steamers    Loading 

Two  or  three  tramp  steamers  are  load- 
Irg  wheat  in  port  today,  and  the  grain 
elevators  seem  fairly  able  to  look  after 
the  supply  from  the  West  for  the  Im- 
mediate present.  An  official  of  the 
Harbor  Commission  said  the  elevators 
were  not  choked  up.  and  were  operating 
both  ways.  The  actual  congestion  at 
the  port  Is  only  one  feature  of  the  grain 
disposition  problem  which  will  face 
Canada    this    season,    he   said. 

A  local  grain  merchant,  who  Is  agent 
for  a  large  British  firm,  explained  the 
situation,  which  he  said  was  particularly 
acute  Just  at  present,  though  signs  of 
relief  were  apparent.

MAYOR  OF  VANCOUVER 
i    WELCOMES  DELEGATES 


Large  Amount  of  Business. 
to  Be  Transacted  —  Civic 
financing  Will  Be  Consid- 
ered by  Delegates. 


VANCOUVER,  Sept.  4. — A  gratifying 
attendance  was  present,  morning  ami 
afternoon,  today,  when  the  opening  of 
the  ninth  annual  convention  of  the 
Union  of  British  Columbia  Municipali- 
ties took  place  at  the  Progress  Club. 
Over  eighty  mayors,  reeves,  aldermen, 
councillors  and  municipal  clerks  of  dif- 
ferent municipalities  In  the  Province 
were   present. 

For  three  hours  in  the  afternoon  the 
members  discussed  the  suggested 
amendments  to  the  Municipal  Act  pro- 
posed at  last  year's  convention,  but 
which  had  not  appeared  in  the  proposed 
new  bill.  In  many  of  the  cases  it  was 
decided  to  re-submit  these  to  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

In  the  morning  the  features  were  ad- 
dresses by  Mayor  Baxter,  Mr.  H.  H. 
Stevens,  M.  P.,  and  the  reading  of  the 
report  of  the  president,  submitted  by 
the  acting  president,  Mayor  JNT,  Robin- 
son,' of  Kamloops. 

Tomorrow  the  convention  will  sit 
morning  and  afternoon,  lunching  with 
the  municipality  of  Point  Grey  at 
STburne,  and  dining  with  the  exhibition 
dlrfciitore   at   the   exhibition   in   the   even- 

Address  of  Welcom. 

In  hia  address  of  welcome,  Mayor 
Baxter  said  there  was  not  infrequently 
Jealousy,  not  only  in  municipalities,  but 
also  in  wards.  That  was  a  thing  which 
was  very  damaging,  and  nothing  could 
be  better  than  to  have  such  a  conven- 
tion, striving  for  the  general  benefit  of 
all.  It  was  good  for  them  to  meet  to- 
gether, get  euch  other's  views  and 
broaden  out  their  standpoint,  with  the 
Intention  of  making  British  Columbia 
the  best   Province   of   the  Dominion. 

Mayor  Baxter  said  there  was  great 
need  in  Canada,  especially  in  British 
Columbia  cities,  of  more  laws  regula- 
ting personal  conduct.  For  Instance,  ha 
declared  there  was  strong  need  for  a 
law  that  would  follow  a  wife  deserter 
and  bring  him  back  for  punishment 
Just  as  a  murderer  or  thief  is  tracked 
down  and  brought  back.  He  would  also 
have  a  lazy  husband  law.  that  would 
force  some  of  the  "won't  works"  to 
clear  Government  land  and  have  their 
earnings  paid  to  their  wives.  He  also 
advocated  a  law  that  would  compel  a 
drunken  husband  to  have  his  pay 
cheque  made  out  to  a  magistrate  or 
some  other  official,  who  would  adminis- 
ter  It   wisely. 

Mayor   Gray   BepUea 

In  responding.  Mayor  Gray,  of  New 
Westminster,  agreed  that  what  Mayor 
Baxter  had  said  was  very  true  in  some 
municipalities.  There  woe,  he  said,  an 
enormous  amount,  of  work  to  be  trans- 
acted by  the  convention,  among  which, 
he  thought,  would  have  to  be  the  de- 
vising of  some  new  methods  for  munici- 
pal   financing. 

The  resolutions  committee  appointed 
consisted  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Peters,  city 
solicitor,  Prince  Rupert;  Mr.  J.  W.

Increase  In   Pur   Trade 

The  greatest  increase  In  the  fur  trade 
has  taken  place  around  the  delta  of  the 
Mackenzie  River~ahd  along  the  shores 
of  the  Arctic  Ocean,  cast  and  west 
from  the  delta. 

The  completion  of  the  Edmonton, 
Dunvegan  &  Peace  River  Railway  to 
the  Peace  River,  he  says,  will  be  of 
great  assistance  in  facilitating  trade  In 
heavy  goods  to  the  far  north,  as  It  cuts 
out  the  eighty  miles  of  rapids  between 
House  River  and  McMurray,  on  the 
present  route. 

Larjre  portions  of  the  north  country, 
he  added,  are  similar  to  the  parts  of 
the  Yukon  and  Alaska  which  have  al- 
ready been  explored,  and  have  been 
found  to  be  exceedingly  rich  in  miner- 
als. « 

Agricultural  Possibilities         .  L  ■ ' 

While  Mr.  Cornwall  was  doubtful  if 
farming  could  be  carried  on  in  as  high 
!:i'littide.q  as  has  been  stated  in  some 
quarters,  he  was  enthusiastic  as  to  the 
agricultural  future. of  the  country. 

"One  has  to  actually  see  the  north 
country,"  he  continued,  "before  he  can 
realize  Its  immense  agricultural  possi- 
bilities. There  can  be  no  doubt  that  any 
crop  that  can  tie  raised  In  Central  Al- 
berta can  be  grown  equally  well,  at 
least  as  far  north  as  the  80th   parallel."

Will   Carry   Refugees 

SAN"  FRANCISCO,  Cal.,  Sept.  4.— The 
army  transport  Buford  will  sail  next 
month  by  orders  of  President  Wilson, 
for  ports  on  the  west  coast  of  Mexico, 
where  many  refugees  are  assembled. 

Eighteen  months  ago  the  Buford  sail- 
ed on  a  simllur  mission  and  '  brought 
north  400  refugees.  On  the  present 
cruise  she  will  go  as  far  south  as 
Rallna  Cruz,  putting  In  at  AcapuJco. 
Manzanlllo,  Mazatlan  and  Topolobampo 
on  the  way  back.  Rations  for  1,000 
persons  and  a  hospital  corps  will  be 
carried. 

Mexico's    Attitude    Unchanged 

MEXICO  CITY,  Sept.  4. — Neither  the 
American  embassy  nor  the  Mexican 
Foreign  Office  appears  to  share  the 
optimism  of  Washington  officials  re- 
garding the  early  solution  of  the  diffi- 
culties between  the  two  nations.  At  the 
embassy  it  was  said  tonight  that  no 
communication  had  been  received  from 
Mr.    Llnd   in   three  days. 

Senor  Gamboa  seemed  equally  Ignor- 
ant of  any  further  Interchange  t. 
toward  a  settlement.  He  said  there  had 
been  no  official  communication  with  Mr. 
Llnd  since  the  dispatch  of  his  last 
note. 

The  foreign  minister's  attitude  appar- 
ently has  not  changed  since  the  de- 
parture of  Mr.  I.lnd  from  the  Mexican 
capital  and  he  reiterated  the  statement 
he  made  a  week  ago,  that  he  did  not  ex- 
pect any  further  negotiations  unless  the 
administration  at  Washington  saw  fit 
to  submit  a  rejoinder  to  hie  last  note, 
In  which  he  pointed  out  the  ineligibility 
of  Genoral  Huerta  as  a  presidential 
candidate  and  withdrew  the  suggestion 
of  a  resumption  of  full  diplomatic  rela- 
tions between  the  two  countries.  That, 
he  said,  still  is  the  attitude  of  Mexico. 

The  Government  publishes  In  Rhllarlo, 
an  official  publication,  a  summary  of 
Conditions  In  the  various  states  of  the 
republic,  on  the  basis  that  the  author- 
ity of  the  Government  is  unimpaired 
when  no  towns  are  held  by  the  rebels. 
It  admits  that  Durango  is  completely  in 
the  hands  of  the  rebels,  all  of  Sonora 
except  Guaymas,  and  two-thirds  of 
Zaci  teas.  States  In  which  one  or  more 
Mwne  are  held  by  the  rebels  are  Cam- 
peche.  Coahulla,  Michoacan,  Morelos, 
Potosl,  Slnsloa  and  Tamaullpas.  Of 
these  Coahulla  Is  the  v  orst,  where  the 
rebels  hold  most  of  the  towns  except 
throe  Important  cities,  Saltlllo,  Torreon 
and    Monclova. 


overlooking  the  sea,  Is  being  laid  out 
a  golf  course.

The  latter 
industries,  he  says,  are  constantly  be- 
coming more  popular  on  the  Island. 
The  poultry  business  especially  Is  grow- 
ing, as  the  marked  adaptibillty ■  of  the 
conditions  to  Its  success,  and  the  splen- 
did market  available,  are  better  real- 
ized. 

Island    Timber 

Although  so  much  more  has  been 
done  recently,  and  is  being  undertaken, 
for  the  settlement  of  Island  lands,  Mr. 
Solly  takes  the  position  that  its  chief 
asset  is,  and  will  be  for  many  years,  Its 
timber.  Certainly,  he  says,  that  applies 
to  the  E.  &  N.  sections.  Much  is  being 
done  In  its  exploitation,  which  is  indi- 
cated by  the  number  of  large  sawmills 
located  at  the  various  centres  along  the 
reiiway.  Then  there  is  the  late  decision 
of  the  Empire  Lumber  Co.,  a  new  con- 
cern, to  commence  logging  Its  large  lim- 
it:: on  and  In  the  neighborhood  of  Cow- 
Ichan  Lake,  a  move  which  means  the 
opening  of  a  new  and  an  Important  in- 
dustry. 

It  was  mentioned  by  Mr.  Solly  that 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  fifty  cents  Pro- 
vincial royal-ty  to  pay  on  every  thousand 
feet  of  lumber  taken  off  the  E.  &  N. 
lands  make  the  latter  rather  more  at- 
tractive to  the  investor  than  the  timber 
to    which    the    tax    applies.

GERMANY  AIMED 

TRIPLE  ALLIANCE

Korea.     Great    Britain    not     to    Interfere 
In    this,    but   to    support    Japan. 

Territorial  Integrity  of  China 
The    understanding    regarding      China 
was  distinct.     It  provided  for  the  "open 
door"  and  for  the  territorial  integrity  of 
China. 

Germany,  according  to  Count  Hayashl. 
was  notified  that  thin  alliance  between 
Japan  and  Great  Britain  had  been  made, 
and  was  also  told  of  its  significant  na- 
ture as  affecting  Chinese  territorial  In- 
tegrity. 

Concerning  the  proposition  to  Include 
Germany,  thus  forming  a  new  triple 
alliance,  Count  Hayashl's  diary  states 
that  this  proposal  first  came  from  Ger- 
many, but  Germany  was  not  desired  by 
Japan  as  a  third  party,  because  Great 
Britain  and  Germany  at  that  time  were 
not  on  especially  friendly  terms.  Count 
von  Bnelow  had  made  speech  denounc- 
ing Great  Britain,  say*  Haysahl,  and  the 
English  were  very  angry  about  this. 
Mr.  Joseph  Chamberlain  had  replied  to 
Count   von    Buelow's   speech. 

Count  Hayashl's  diary  says:  "Especi- 
ally we  do  not  Invite  Germany  Into  the 
alliance  because  at  this  time  the  rela- 
tions between  England  and  Germany 
were  not  favorable.  However,  such  an 
alliance  was  first  suggested  by  Ger- 
many (the  German  embassy  at  London). 
But  at  this  time  It.  does  not  appear  that 
they  wish   to  come  In." 

Kusso-Gerraan  Understanding 
Count  Hayashl  intimates  that  an  un- 
derstanding existed  between  Russia  and 
Germany  regarding  China,  although  he 
makes  but  passing  reference  to  It.  He 
says;  "Therefore,  in  view  of  the  rela- 
tions between  Germany  and  Russia,  Ger- 
many In  the  first  place  did  not  want  to 
come  in  at  all.  In  1900,  when  England 
and  Germany  made  a  compact  concern- 
ing China  Oermany  wished  Manchuria 
not  to  be  included  in  this  compact. 
Therefore,  I  can  Imagine  that  Germany 
does  not  want  to  come  into  this  alli- 
ance. As  I  said  before,  the  position  of 
England  towsrd  Germany  Is  not  favor- 
able, so  we  did  not  persuade  Oermany  to 
come  in." 

Count  Hayashl  states  that  Great 
Britain  did  not  wish  that  formal  an- 
nouncement be  made  of  the  signing  of 
the  Anglo-Japanese  treaty,  but  wished  to 
have  it  become  public  Informally. 
Japan,  however.  Insisted  that  a  formal 
announcement  be  made  to  all  nations,  in 
order  that  there  be  no  mlcunderstandfna 
regarding  the  pellet  of  the  slUss  re- 
garding China  and  Karat*

Davie,  who  has  been  selected  by  the 
Provincial  Government  to  act  as  its  In- 
termediary between  the  parties  inter- 
ested in  the  bridge  project  with  a  view 
of  getting  them  to  come  to  a  mutually 
sat  afactnry  arrangement  relative  to  the 
user  of  the  new  bridge  The  city  has 
submitted  these  draft  agreements  to 
Mr.  Davie,  who  has  forwarded  them  to 
the  C.  P.  It  and  B.  C.  Electric  com- 
panies. These  companies  have  indicated 
what  they  believe  should  be  the  terms 
of  the  agreements,  and  as  there  are 
minor  points  of  difference  the  Council 
will  undoubtedly  be  called  upon  to  fur- 
ther   consider    the    arrangement. 

Mayor  Morley  stated  yesterday  that 
he  was  certain  all  parties  will  arrive  at 
an  amicable  arrangement,  and  that  the 
differences  now  existing  can  be  ad- 
justed to  the  satisfaction  of  all.  But, 
he  pointed  out,  the  bridge  Is  to  be  con- 
structed by  the  Government,  ami  the 
date  when  work  will  commence  Is  a 
matter     for    the    Government     engineers. 

In  the.  agreement  which  the  City 
Council  decided  should  be  n.ade  with 
the  C.  P.  R.  the'  company  was  to  have 
perpetual  running  rights  over  the 
bridge,  and.  as  long  as  it  holds  the 
right  to  operate  the  Store  Street  line, 
to  have  the  privilege  to  connect  such 
line  with  the  bridge  trackage,  and  cars, 
other  than  paseenger  cars,  to  he  per- 
mitted to  be  drawn  over  the  bridge  and 
Store  Street  trackage,  such  right  to  he 
over  lines  of  track  constructed  by  the 
B.  C.  Electric  Company  nn<l  subject  to  the 
terms  of  an  agreement  between  the  city 
and  the  H.  C.  Electric  and  between  the 
P.Ptt.  and  the  B.  G  Klectrie  Cars,  other 
than  passenger  ears,  are  to  be  hauled 
over  the  bridge  and  on  Store  Street  by 
electric  power  only.  On  the  completion 
of  the  bridge  and  approaches  they  shall 
be  the  property  of  the  city,  which  shall 
control  and  operate  them,  the  company 
to  contribute  towards  cost  and  main- 
tenance and  rebuilding,  when  necessary, 
an  amount  bearing  the  same  proportion 
to  the  cost  thereof  as  the  company's 
original  contribution  bears  to  the  total 
original  cost  of  the  structure.  The 
company  Is  also  to  protect  the  city 
from  any  claims  for  damages,  etc., 
arising  out  of  the  operation  of  its  ser- 
vice over   the   bridge. 

The  C.  P.  R-  has  objected  to  being 
limited  solely  to  electric  power,  pointing 
out  that  It  should  be  permitted.  Iri  case 
of  a  breakdown  in  the  power  supply, 
to  utilise  a  light  yard  engine.  This 
point  was  before  the  Council  when  the 
draft  agreement  was-  recently  consid- 
ered, but  the  latter  body  d!<f  not  enter- 
tain the  suggestion,  though  it  wa*  ad- 
mitted that  In  such  a  case  the  city 
would  not  be  disposed  to  Work  any 
hardship  upon  the  company  or  Its 
patrons.

EDUCATIONAL  CHANGE 

Christian    Brothers    to    Take    Charge 
Secondary   Education   of  Roman 
CatHolics    in    Victoria

The  secondary  education  of  Roman 
Catholic  boys  in  Victoria  will,  within 
the  comparatively  near  future,  be  under- 
taken by  the  Christian  Brothers,  one  of 
the  best  known  educational  bodies  In 
the  world.  The  Christian  Brothers  are 
an  Irish  organization,  a  prominent 
member  of  which,  Rev.  Brother  Hen- 
nessey, visited  Victoria  last  September, 
when  he  was  the  guest  of  Bishop  Mac- 
Donald.  The  change  will  not  be  made 
for  some  time,  as  the  Christian  Broth- 
ers have  advised  the  Bishop  that  it  may 
be  two  years  before  the  headquarters  in 
Dublin  will  be  able  to  send  out  men 
to  the  far  Western  field. 

The  order  was  founded  In  1802  by 
Kdmond  Ignatius  Rice,  a  pious  Catholic 
layman  of  the  city  of  Waterford.  It 
was  founded  for  the  purpose  of  educat- 
ing poor  boys,  and  for  educational  pur- 
poses alone.  The  Brothers  today  are  not 
In  holy  orders,  but  belong  to  the  relig- 
ious state  by  whose  rules  they  are 
bound.  There  are  seventy-five  houses  in 
Ireland  alone,  the  mother  feotise  being 
al  Marino,  Iinblln,  where  the  .superior 
of  the  order,  Hev.  Bro.  YV'hltty,  lives. 
There  are  two  houses  In  England,  one  In 
Liverpool  and  the  other  in  Bristol,  about 
fifty  houses  In  Australia,  Anil  also 
houses  in-  New  Zealand,  KImberley,  <iib- 
raltar,  Rome  and  other  places.

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HOmSE-RACIWa 

A  correspondent  writes  us  in  regard 
to  horse-racing.  His  letter  Is  Interest- 
ing and  written  in  good  tamper.  We 
might  admit  very  much  of  what  he 
says,  but  that  would  not  necessitate 
any  change  in  our  point  of  view  as  tf> 
the  proposed  race-meet.  "It  is  a  condi- 
tion, not  a  theory,  which  confronts  us." 
We  have  to  do  with  race-meets  as  they 
are,  not  with  what  they  ought  to  be. 
It  may  be  quite  true — we  think  it  is 
true — that  Victoria  has  natural  advan- 
tages which  adapt  it  in  an  especial  man- 
ner to  become  a  centre  for  liuratwqte*-" 
ing;  but  the  point  is  that  the  beiqjjjjjlft 
that    would    accrue     therefrom     to     the 


community  would  be  offset  many  times 
over  by  the  evil  which  would  result.. 
We  speak  with  a'  knowledge  of  what 
prolonged  race-meets  have  meant  all  up 
and  down  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  what 
the  long  meeting  of  a  few  years  ago 
meant  to  Victoria.  Other  localities 
have  driven  this  so-called  sport  out 
fiom  among  them,  and  we  take  grwt 
exception  to  its  finding  a  lodgment 
here. 

Let    it    be    admitted    that    horse-racing 
has       Jone       much      to     develop     certain 
breeds      of      horses;      nevertheless,      the 
faSn.       remains       that       race-horses,      in 
this    part    of    the    world    at    least,    are 
simply  a   means  of  gambling,   so   far  as 
the    public    is    concerned.        The    element 
of   sport   is    not    in    the    case    at   all,   and 
hundreds   of  persons   who   go    to  see   the 
races    hardly    look    at    them.        All  -they 
are   concerned   with    is    the   odds   and    the 
narhe   of    the    winners.      They    do    not    go 
to   the    track   to   see    horses   compete   for 
a  prize;   they   go   in   order  that  they   may 
have    the   excitement   which    comes    from 
'lacing    their    money    on    an    event,    the 
result   of   which   may   be,   so   far  as   they 
have   any    means    of    telling,    determined 
ill    advance.     It   is   idle    to   describe   such 
conduct    as    sport.     It    is    no    more   sport 
than    fan-tan    or    shooting   craps   is.      We 
distinguish    between   such   a   race   as   the 
Derby    and    other    of    the    great*  English 
events   and    such    race-meets   as   are   put 
on     here.      We    are    neither    arguing    for 
or   against   the   former,    but    the   justifi- 
cation    relied     on     for    races     for     which 
colts  are  especially  bred  does  not  apply 
to    those    where   horses   are    used    simply 
for   gambling  purposes. 

The  case  against  a  nineteen-day  race- 
meet  at  Victoria  does  not  admit  of  ar- 
gument on  the  other  side.  There  can 
absolutely  he  no  Justification  for  such 
a  thing.  The  Colonist  opposes  it  be- 
cause it  has  seen  the  folly — nay.  the 
absolute  wickedness — of  inaugurating  a 
gambling    carnival.

New  Zealand  has  donated  a 
battle-cruiser,  costing  $10,500,000,  to  the 
Imperial  fleet,  and  Is  considering  what 
her  future  course  of  action  will  he. 
South  Africa  Uf  arranging  a  conference 
with  the  Imperial  authorities  to  decide 
upon  a  permanent  policy  which  will 
either  comprise  regular  contributions  or 
a  fleet  of  her  own.  In  addition,  the 
Federated  Malay  States  have  provided 
the  money  to  build  a  dreadnought 
cruiser  which  Is  now  under  construc- 
tion, while  other  parts  of  the  Empire 
are considering  the  advisability  of  either 
increasing  the  contributions  they  are 
already  giving  or  of  assisting  in.^ljpjj 
other  way  in  Imperial"  naval  defence.

In  a   speech    recently   delivered    by   Sir 
Wilfrid    Laurier,    he    once    again    empha- 
sised his  approval  of  the  course  takon  by 
the  Canadian   Senate   on   the   Naval   Con- 
tribution  Bill.      There   is   no  denying   the 
fact   that    the   present   ieader  of   the  Op- 
position  has   been    consistent   throughout 
his  career  on   the   question   of   naval  de- 
fence.     The   only  doubt   that  ha  has   left 
in  the  minds  of  the  people  on  the  subject 
is    whether    in    his    plea    for   purely  .local 
defence  he  believes  it  should  be  devised 
along    adequate,    lines.      His    attempt    to 
provide     a     Canadian      navy      proved      a 
failure.     Even  if  it  had  been  carried  out 
as  he  had  planned.  It  would  have  proved 
a  failure  too.  for  the  ships  he  was  will- 
ing to  provide   would   have   been  obsolete 
by    the    time    they    were    placed    In    com- 
mission. 

In    alluding   to    Sir    Wilfrid's    attitude 
on    Imperial    defence.    It    is    necessary    to 
refer   back   to   the   first    Imperial    confer- 
ence   at    which    the    suggestion    of    aid 
from    the    Oversea    Dominions    came    up 
for    discussion.

1?  the  object  of  the  leaders,  who  were 
instrumental  in  promoting  the  late  at- 
tacks of  violence;  had  been  to  ruin 
•Nanalmo  and  Ladysmlth  as  industrial 
centres,  they  could  not  have  gone  abou; 
it.    In    a    surer    way. 

The  manner  in  which  Mr.  W.  J.  Bow- 
ser, Attorney-General  and  Acting-Pre- 
mier, has  dealt  throughout  with  an  ex- 
tremely serious  situation  elicits  nothing 
but  praise.  The  occasion  was  ons  that 
demanded  a  firm  and  uncompromising 
policy,  and  this  Mr.  Bowser  pursued. 
He  has  very  wisely  avoided  anything 
that  might  have  a  tendency  to  'create 
an  impression  that  justice  In  British 
Columbia  would  not  be  fairly  adminis- 
tered. In  every  respect,  he  has  acquitted 
himself  In  a  manner  worthy  of  the  oc- 
casion. 


A   correspondent    writes   somewhat    in- 
dignantly   because    so    many    Chinamen 
are  doing   work    "which      British      girls 
W*f*y  "Jfrgpr-rg — there — smy — --nrbstantiai 
foundation  for^such  a  complaint?  Much 
has  been  said,  and  much   more  will   lie, 
about  bringing  out   educated   girls    from 
the     United     Kingdom    to    do    household 
work      in      British      Columbia.        Within 
limits,   this  is  an  excellent   thing;   but  it 
is    not    by    any    means    clear    that    such 
girls   can   be   expected   to   take   the   place 
of  Chinamen,   at   least   to   any    conslder- 
able  degree.     We  do  not  wish   to  be  un- 
derstood   as    discussing    any    aspects    of 
Chinese  labor  in   this  article.     What   we 
wish    to  do   is    to   remove   any    misappre- 
hension   that    may    have    found    a    place 
in  anyone's  mind  as  to   the  openings  for 
British   housemaids  in   this  Province.   To 
a  limited   extent  such  persons   may  hope 
to    displace    Chinamen    In    domestic    ser- 
vice,  but   only    to  a   limited    extent.     We 
are   not   dealing   with   what   ought    to   be 
and    what   may  be   the  case  a   few   years 
from   now,   but  only   with   the  conditions 
which   a   girl   from    the  United   Kingdom 
would    have    to    face    if    she    arrived    in 
Victoria    now.     If    she    came,    expecting 
that  any  person  now  employing  a  China- 
man   in   domestic   service   would   be   glad 
to    dismiss    him    and    employ     her,     she 
would    run   a   good   chance    of   being   dls- 
appcinted.      Doubtless    this    ought    not    to 
be  so.  but  many  things  are  which   ought 
not    to    be.     The    Chinese    domestic    has 
been     creating    a     certain      condition      of 
domestic    economy    in    British    Columbia 
during    the    past    forty    years.         It    may 
not   he  a  desirable   condition.      We    think 
It   will    hardly   be  denied   that,   if  domes- 
tic  service    were   more   in    the    hands    of 
women  and  less  in  the  hands  of  men  the 
community    would    be    the.    better   for    It. 
But    what    has    been    built      up     through 
nearly    half   a    century   cannot   be   pulled 
down    In    a    day.      We    believe    there    are 
many     openings    for    competent     British 
female   domestic,    servants    in    this   Prov- 
ince;   we    believe    there    are    many    open- 
ings   for    young    women    who    will    be    to 
a     certain      extent      fellow-workers     and 
companions    with     the    mlBtress    of     the 
household;   but  we  repeat  that   It  would 
be   a   mistake,   to   encourage   such    women 
to  come   hev  under  the   Impression   that 
the    places    now    filled    by    Chinese    do- 
meniles    will   be   at   ^nce   thrown    open   to 
them. 


It  is  a  very  great  pity  that  any  per- 
son in  Vancouver  should  have  felt  call- 
ed upon  to  telegraph  to  out3ide  papers 
that  there  were  frequent  desertions  and 
much  dissatisfaction  amongst  the  mili- 
tiamen on  duty  in  the  strike  zone.

One  of  the  men  who  went  down  with 
the  Titanic  and  with  hundreds  of  others 
met  a  watery  grave  In  mid-ocean,  was 
George  Wright,  of  Halifax.  On  the  day 
previous  to  the  sailing  of  the  Titanic, 
Mr.  Wright  made  his  will,  as  though  he 
had  apparently  a  premonition  of  death 
and  one  of  the  many  generous  provi- 
sions It  contained  was  the  gift  of  his 
splendid  residence  In"  Halifax,  N.S.,  to 
be  forever  used  as  a  home  for  the  Local 
Council  of  Women,  an  Institution  com- 
posed of  societies  making  for  civic  bet- 
terment. Last  week  the  Interesting 
ceremony  of  formally  dedicating  this 
home  to  the  memory  of  Mr.  Wright  took 
pla?e,  and  interesting  speeches  were 
delivered  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  and 
hy  Mrs.  William  Dennis,  wife  of  Senator 
Dennis. 

Mrs.  Dennis,  In  her  address,  intimated 
that  the  unveiling  of  the  memorial  to

1^1^  MpVif'land  is  of  an  excellent  qual- 
ity, and  the  Acting-Premier  expressed 
the  opinion  that  the  farm  would  prove 
itself  capable  of  self-maintenance  in  a 
comparatively  short  time.  There  are 
200  acres  of  land  attached  to  the  prison 
farm  institution,  and  the  cultivation  of 
this  property  along  the  most  intensive 
lines  possible  is  expected  to  produce 
money  enough  to  make  the  institution 
a  paying  one  when  once  things  are  set 
properly  in  motion.

After  completing  the  tour  of  the  Burn- 
aby  establishment,  the  ministers  paid  a 
visit,  to  the  similar  Institution  at  Lulu 
Inland,  where  they  found  that  an  excel- 
lent '.top  is  being-  .  handled  this  year. 
Fioin  there  they  went  to  Point  Grey  and 
visited  the  Soya*  Industrial  School.  The 
jail  and  courthouse  at  New  Westminster 
u  i  re    also    visited. 

While  in  the  city  of  Vancouver  Hon. 
Thomas'  Taylor  performed  the  interest- 
ing ceremony  of  unfurling  the  flag  from 
staff  at  the  courthouse.  There  was 
little  to  call  for  ceremony  in  this  con- 
ntctlon,  with  the  exception  that  the 
flagstaff  is  800  feet  long,  the  longest  in 
.fht  Dominion,  and  probably  on  the  con- 
tinent. It  is  "a  Douglas  fir  specimen, 
and  one  of  the  best.  In  its  original 
condition  it  must  have  been  far  longer 
than  the  measurement  given  above,  since 
it  had  to  be  pared  off  at  both  ends,  and 
In  addition  to  that  it  has  to  be  taken 
into  consideration  that  in  order  to  give 
it  the  necessary  equilibrium  and  security 
it  had  to  be  burled  in  concrete  for  a 
depth   of   twelve  feet.

Spirited  bidding  was  witnessed  at  the 
annual  tax  sale  held  yesterday  at  noon 
at  the  City  Hall,  and,  as  a  result,  the 
prices  secured  were  In  most  cases  sub- 
stantially in  excess  of  the  upset  figure 
of  arrears  plus  costs.

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First  Section  of  Parliament 
Buildings  Extension  Likely 
to  Be  Ready  for  Occupation 
by  New  Year's, 


With  the  outeldo  structure  of  the 
west  wing  addition  of  the  Parliament 
Buildings  practically  completed  and 
ready  for  the  plasterers,  this  section 
will  be  ready  for  its  occupants  about 
the  first  day  of  next  year,  according 
to  an  announcement  made  yesterday  by 
W.  S.  MacDonald,  of  the  firm  of  Mac- 
Donald  &  Wilson,  contractors  for  the 
work. 

"We  expect  to  have  all  th»  «stone 
work  under  our  contract  completed  by 
December  16,"  said  Mr.  MacDonald, 
and  I  expect  that  Government  ^«f f lcials 
will  be  able  to  move  into  the  west 
wing  on  the  first  day  of  January  ana 
into  the  other  wing  a  month  or  six 
weeks  later.  The  library  will'  be  ready 
for  occupancy  about  July   1   next." 

These  two  wings,  with  the  library 
building,  Tepreaent  an  expenditure  of 
about  Jl, 000, 000,  and  in  architectural 
design  and  general  conformation  they 
will  harmonize  with  the  present  struc- 
ture. Only  Haddington  laia/id  stone  is 
being  used  on  the  present  additions,  to 
match  th<»  masonry  originally  employed, 
while  the  brick  im.s  bt-.-n  especially 
chosen  to  conform  as  closely  as  pos- 
sible with  the  brick  of  the  original 
buildings.  Excluding  the  library,  which 
will  be  a  three-story  structure,  the  two 
wings  will  have  about  100  new  rooms, 
giving  accommodation  to  about  260  em- 
ployees, whose  quarters  are  particularly 
cramped  at  present.  Among  those  who 
will  occupy  practically  an  entire  floor 
In  the  new  blocks  are  the  departments 
of  the  Attorney-General,  the  Surveyor- 
General,  the  Fisheries  and  the  Public 
Works  Department.  In  addition  to  these 
departments,  the  Auditor-General  and 
the  Supervising  Architect  will  have 
quarters   in    the   new   block. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  two  new 
wings  will  be  their  provision  against 
fire,  and,  as  all  the  doors  ■  in  the  new 
sections  are  made  of  metal  and  the 
window  frames  are  of  copper,  the  ex- 
tensions will  be  practically  fireproof. 
The  only  woodwork  used  in  the  addi- 
tion is  the  mahogany  finish  with  which 
the   new    offices    are   equipped. 

JUarg«  Quantity  of  Material 
"It  is  almost  Impossible  to  estimate 
at  the  present  time  the  amount  of 
material  used  in  the  additions,"  said 
Contractor  MacDonald  yesterday,  "but 
there  will  be  at  least  100,000  cubic  feet 
of  stone  and  not  less  than  1, 750,000 
hard-pressed  bricks  used  In  the  work. 
In  addition  to  this,  more  than  700  tons 
of  steel  have  already  been  lowered  into 
place." 

The  most  striking  feature  of  the  new 
buildings,  in  the  opinion  of  those  who 
have  been  privileged  to  see  the  plans, 
is  the  elaborate  plaster  work  which  will 
adorn  the  library  and  the  dome.  Some 
of  this  ornamental  work  has  been 
ordered  from  the  Old  Country,  whence 
also  comes  some  of  the  most  elaborate 
of  the  wood-carving.  The  plaster  work 
is  in  Italian  renaissance  style,  and.  ex- 
cept for  a  few  set  pieces,  which  are  be- 
ing Imported,  the  entire  contract  is  be- 
ing •  completed  by  Anglo-Saxon  work- 
men on  Canadian  soil. 

At  present  there  are  about  200  men 
engaged  in  all  departments  on  the  work, 
and  the  contractors  expect  that  this 
number  will,  at  least,  not  be  diminished 
throughout    the   Winter. 

A  heating  plant  which  will  cost  not 
less  than  $100,000  is  to  be  Installed, 
and  the  excavation  for  this  is  practi- 
cally complete.  This  plant,  which  is 
situated  on  the  location  above  which 
the  Provincial  Museum  will  eventually 
rise.  Is  Intended  to  heat"  the  entire 
building.  It  being  the  present  intention 
of  the  authorities  to  dismantle  the  pres- 
ent plant.  In  the  new  heating  plant 
there  will  be  three  large  boilers,  which 
are  being  made  in  Canada,  while  a 
modern  automatic  stoking  plant  is  also 
called  for  in  the  specifications.  Another 
modern  adjunct,  the  equipment  of  a 
complete  vacuum  cleaning  plant,  with 
connections  to  every  room  in  the  addi- 
tion, has  been  provided  by  the  archi- 
tect. Plans  for  a  modern  ventilating 
plant  which  will  supply  purified  air  at 
a  regular  temperature  to  every  room  in 
the  new  buildings  have  been  drawn  by 
Mr.  Walter  Leek,  of  Vancouver,  and  his 
patent   system   will    be   adopted. 

Fine    Library  \ 

The  new  library  building,  which  will 
be  the  last  section  of  the  new  unit  to 
be  completed,  will  give  Victoria  the 
most  splendidly  equipped  and  complete 
library  building  west  of  Ottawa.  The 
building  will  be  three  stories  high,  the 
main  floor  being  used  as  a  library 
proper,  the  second  floor  being  fur- 
nished as  reading  and  study  rooms, 
while  the  third  floor  will  be  devoted 
to  filing  and  newspaper  records.  Thnre 
are  about  66,000  books  on  the  shelye* 
of  the  present  rooms,  but  in  the  new 
building  provision  is  being  made  for 
850,000    volumes. 

"To  accommodate  so  many  volumes  is 
a  large  task,"  said  Mr.  John  Hosle,  who 
is  acting  as  chief  librarian  In  the  ab- 
sence of  Mr.  E.  O.  S.  Scholeflelrt,  "and 
several  tentative  methods  are  under 
consideration  for  the  most  advantage- 
ous display  of  the  books.  The  Snead 
system,  which  was  chosen  in  competi- 
tion for  the  new  library  at  New  York 
last  year,  may  be  adopted  here,  al- 
though no  settlement  of  the  matter  has 
yet    been   made." 

Mr.  Hosle  expressed  his  regret  that 
the  new  university  buildings  were  not 
located  In  Victoria,  as  he  was  of  opin- 
ion that  access  to  the  new  library  would 
be  a  great  boon  to  the  students  attend- 
ing-  the  classes  of  the  Institution.

was  only  43.  Of  new  books,  709  have 
been  added  to  the  shelves,  Including 
many  standard  English  novels  and  a 
history  of  The  Morning  Post  and  Its 
owners,  which  comes  most  timely  at  a 
moment  when  this  paper  has  passed 
into  the  hands  of  an  American.  New 
members  numbered  376 — 233  adults  and 
148    children.

ASSUMES _N£W  DUTIES 

But  Civlo       Inspector    of    Weights    and 
Measures  Must  Kave  More  Exten- 
sive  Powers 

Mr.  A.  G.  Robinson,  the  recently- 
appointed  city  inspector  of  weights  and 
measures,  has  commenced  his  duties, 
and  while  as  yet  the  City  Council  hns 
not  passed  the  new  legislation  which 
will  give  him  adequate  scope  to  carry 
out  the  work  for  which  he  was  ap- 
pointed, the  city  solicitor  has  under 
preparation  a  draft  bylaw  which  will 
add  considerably  to  the  powers  at  pres- 
ent exercisable  only  under  the  terms  of 
the  Criminal  Code.  Mr.  Robinson  has  a 
temporary  office  In  the  city  clerk's  de- 
partment, and  has  been  supplied  with 
part  of  his  equipment,  comprising  stan- 
dard   scales,    measures,'  welRhts,    Mc. 

Mr.  Robinson,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Criminal  Code,  possesses  Only  the 
power  possessed  by  any  Individual  in 
respect  to  violation  of  the  law  respect- 
ing weights  and  measures,  but  he  has 
been  acting  thereunder  to  a  certain  ex- 
tent, and  In  several  cases  has  found 
that  the  laW  Is  not  being  complied 
with.  In  each  case  the  merchants  In- 
volved have  expressed  their  willingness 
to  comply  with  the  law.  In  these 
canes  the  goods  sold  or  offered  for 
sale  were  Imported  stock  put  up  In 
tins  or  bottles  purporting  to  be  of  a 
certain  measurement,  but  actually  fall- 
ing below  the  quantity  stated.  Until 
he  has  received  fuller  powers  from  the 
Council,  Inspector  Robinson  does  not 
contemplate  bringing  prosecutions.  He 
expects  that  the  public,  ■  by  reporting 
eases  of  short  weight  or  measurement, 
will  materlai'r  aeslst  him  in  th*  execu- 
tion of  bis  duties.

A    Timely    Sormon 

On  August  -4,  Cimon  Nrwbolt.  in  St. 
Paul's  Cathedral,  preached  a  sermon  In 
which  he  denounced  indecent  dances 
and  demoralizing  novels  in  no  uncertain 
tones. 

The  preacher  blamed  the  apathy  and 
cowardice  of  professing  Christians  for 
<  lis  which  they  allowed  to  flourish 
unrebuked  and  Vhlch  they  could  sup- 
press If  they  chose.  Concerning  tn- 
df.  frit  dances,  suggestive  of  evil  and 
destructive  of  modesty.  Canon  Newbolt 
H.«ked:  "Would  these  things  disgrace 
our  country  for  a  moment  if  only  some 
of  those  who  professed  themselves 
Christians    were    to    say: 

"  "1  will  not  allow  my  daughter  to 
turn  herself  into  a  Salome,  even  al- 
though Herod  were  to  give  me  half  of 
his  kingdom  nnd  admit  me  to  the  muoh- 
COVetsd  society  of  a  world  which  has 
persuaded  Itself  that  immodesty  Is  ar- 
tistic, and  that  'n  society  anything  is 
permissible  which  removes  the  Intoler- 
able   monotony    of   society's    pleasures?'  " 


Destitute    Children 

What  should  be  done  for  children  who 
are  left  without  food,  shelter  and  cloth- 
ing? The  answer  Is  plain.  In  no  civil- 
ized country  can  they  be  allowed  to  suf- 
fer. Society  must  take  up  the  burden 
the  parents  of  the  chidren  have  been 
Torced  to  lay  down  or  have,  criminally 
thrown  aside.  When  both  parents  arc 
d<ad,  homes  must  be  provided  where  the 
little  ones  shall  receive  the  care  and 
protection  they  need.  Very  often,  grand- 
parents or  other  relatives  assume  the 
responsibility  for  support  and  five  tbe 
love  and  care  the  children  need.  Some- 
times childless  homes  open  their  doors 
to  take  In  the  helpless  infants,  and  with 
their  comlns;  Is  awakened  the  tenderness 
that  Insures  their  happtnees.  This  la 
not  always  the  case,  and  unhappy  in- 
deed are  the  children  who  are  adopted 
by  selfish  couples. 

There  are,  however,  many  children 
who  waw'.d  be  left  to  die  of  want  lfl*U 


had  been  given  to  them  in  unstinted 
meaaure.  ■  But  «ven  therer-perhapa  these 
more  than  any — felt  that  among .  tttfr 
many  charges  there  were  demanda  they 
could  not  meet.  There  could  'Baft', IMfr 
where  scores  or  perhaps  hundreifc'Jfe 
children  of  different  &kob  and  different 
t«mperaments  were  kept  together,  that 
happiness,  contentment  and  healthy 
growth  that  children  attain  in  average 
families. 

Of  late  years,  there  has  grown  up  1 
system  of  cottage  care.  The  children, 
in  smali '  groups,  are  placed  under  the 
care  of  a  good  couple  and  are  taught  to 
prepare  for  life  in  the  outside  world. 
'J'liis  plan,  approaching  more  nearly  the 
family  ideal  than  the  large  institution 
has  been  found  In  England  to  work  well, 
and  coupled  with  good  vocational  train- 
ing has,  in  at  least  one  instance  in  the 
United  States,  been  a  conspicuous  suc- 
cess. 

When  children  are  bereft  of  both  par- 
ents, this  |a*  perhaps,  the  best  plan  that 
can  be  conceived.  When  the  mother  is 
t&ken,  It  is  often  almost  impossible  for 
a  father  to  maintain  bis  own  home.  The 
choice  between  leaving  his  Untie  ones 
to  the  care  of  ignorant  or  careless  ser- 
vants or  of  placing  them  in  the  care 
of  an  Institution  Is  often  a  very  diffi- 
cult one.  The  father  who  has  the  In- 
terests of  his  children  at  heart,  and  who 
irslly  loves  them,  Is  not  likely  to  make 
a  wrong  decision.  He,  at  least,  can 
support    them. 

'>Klie  mother  who  is  1 -ft  with  a  young 
nnd  helpless  family  has  a  harder  prob- 
lem to  face.  Should  she  put  her  chil- 
dren away  from  her  and  endeavor  to 
earn  a  livelihood  for  them?  Too  often, 
she  has  neither  the  skill  nor  the 
strength  to  go  out  from  her  home  to 
work.  For  years  she  has  devoted  her- 
self to  the  care  of  husband  and  chil- 
dren. Every  thought  and  all  her  ener- 
gies have  been  expended  on  her  home. 
.*-'he  loves  her  children,  and  to  part  fron.' 
them,  but  for  a  night,  is  hard.  To  leave 
them  to  the  care  of  others  for  years, 
even  If  the  others  are  near  relatives, 
seems  impossible.  To  send  them  to 
strangers  is  to  risk  their  present  happi- 
ness and  their  future  good.  Yet  this 
sacrifice  has  been  demanded  by  society 
and   enforced   for   many   fears. 

What  wonder  that  thousands  of  moth- 
ers have  determined  at  any  cost  to  keep 
their    children    with    them? 

In  every  city  widows  or  mothers 
whose  husbands  have  deserted  the  n  are 
struggling  to  keep  their  homes.  No  toil 
la  too  hard,  no  self-denial  too  great,  if 
only  the  night  can  be  spent  with  the 
Children.  Sometimes,  the  widow  finds 
in  her  extremity  that  she  has  resources 
sht  did  ivit  dream  of  In  her  happy  'Wife- 
hood. Often^r,  alas,  the  struggle  to 
support  her  little  ones  and  to  earn  her 
own  livelihood  is  too  hard,  and,  worn 
nnd  nervous,  she  lose*  the  power  to 
control  them  ami  during  her  long  ab- 
sences they 'meet  evil  companions  and 
learn    bad    hnblts 

Why  should  the  woman  who  has  dono 
so  much  for  society  as  to  bring  into 
the  world  nnd  rear  a  family  of  healthy 
though  helpless  children,  be  forced  to 
endure  such  needless  suffering?  And 
\\\,y  should  the  Children  for  want  of  her 
eni-f  be  ruined?  are  the  questions  being 
asked   on   all    hands    in   these   days. 

The  children  have  a  right  to  their 
mother's  care.  The  stale  needs  good 
citizens,  nnd  none  are  so  well  fitted  to 
do  the  work  of  preparation  as  good 
mothers.  Maternal  love  cannot  be 
..bought,  nnd  no  substitute  has  yet  been 
found  for  It.  However  difficult  It  may 
be,  whatever  abuses  must  be  guarded 
against,  all  children  who  have  mothers 
should  enjoy  their  love  and  care.  In 
Utia  twentieth  century  many  cities  and 
Countries  are  following  the  example  set 
by  Pharaoh's  daughter,  who  ages  ago 
snld    to    the    Hebrew    mother: 

"Take  this  child  awny  and  nurse  It 
for  me  nnd    I   will   give  thee   thy  wages  " 

Surely  this  Is  better  than  paying 
mothers  for  washing  and  scrubbing, 
ccoldng,  operating  typewriters,  selling 
goods  or  even  teaching  school  and  forc- 
ing them  to  pay  others  to  undertake  th« 
work  that  Nature  meant  them  and  them 
only    to    do. 

Let  the  state  care  as  best  it  can  for 
motherless  children,  or  those  who  are 
worse  than  orphans,  but  It  is  the  right 
of  children,  as  it  is  the  right  of  moth- 
ers, that  homes  should  not  be  needlessly 
broken  up.  It  is  cheaper  for  the  people 
of  a  country  to  pay  to  support  the  chil- 
dren at  home  for  a  few  years  than  to 
keep  them  In  reformatories  and  In  pris- 
ons   in    later    life,

Commenting  on  the  Ontario  shoot  at 
Toronto,  the  lieutenant  gave  out  the  ra- 
ther interesting  information  that  it  was 
more  than  probablo  that  in  future  years 
the  Western  Provinces  would  pass  up 
this  meeting.  They  had  practically  come 
to  this  decision  as  a  result  of  the  poor 
marking  done  there.

Chancellor  of  Great  Britain,  Is  the  sec- 
ond occupant  of  the  office  to  receive  his 
sovereign's  permission  to  cross  the  At- 
lantic. The  other  occasion  was  when 
Lordr"  Uoreburn,  Viscount  Haldane's  pre- 
decessor, visited  Canada  a  few  years 
ago; 

In  The  Independent  an  article  entitled 
"The  Keeper  of  the  King's  OonBClence," 
by  Mr.  A.  Maurice  Low,  M.A.,  deals  with 
the  historic  dignity  of  the  Lord  High 
Chancellor. 

V  He  says  In  part:  "In  the  British  'Table 
or  Precedency,"  which  a  witty  French- 
man has  called  the  passport  to  the  so- 
cial heaven,  the  Lord  High  Chancellor 
outranks  every  other  dignatory  of  the 
kingdom  with  ^the  sole  exception  of  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  the  Primate 
of  AH  England,  who  is  th.6  spiritual 
head  of.  the  Established  Church.  On  all 
state  occasions  the  Lord  High  Chancel- 
lor Is  preceded  only  by  the  sovereign, 
the  members  of  the  blood  royal,  the  am- 
bassadors, -as.-  the  -personal  repreacjita-. 
ttlves  of  vthelr  sovereigns,  and  the  pri- 
mate. That  establishes  the  high  position 
and 'dignity  of  the  Lord  High  Chancel- 
lor. 

Custodian    of    the    Oreat    Seal 

"The  Lord  High  Chancellor  is  the  cus- 
todian of  the  Great  -Seal  of  England, 
around  which  clusters  much  romance. 
Proclamations,  patents,  commissions,  and 
many  other  state  documents  are  not 
valid  until  the  great  seal  has  been  af- 
fixed by  the  Lord  High  Chancellor,  or, 
as  he  was  called  by  a  statute  of  Eliza- 
beth, the  lord  keeper,  as  he  wa,s  the 
keeper  of  the  seal.  That  wonderful  and 
mysterious  thing  the  British  constitu- 
tion, which  is  not  a  written  document, 
but  laws  piled  upon  tradition  and  cus- 
tom, tenderly  safeguards  the  emhlem  of 
kingly   power   and  authority. 

"Anybody  from(  the  sovereign  down, 
with  the  exception  of  one  man.  may 
leave  the  kingdom  at  pleasure,  and  that 
one  man  is  the  lord  keeper.  The  great 
seal  may  never  be  taken  from  British 
soil,  and  as  the  seal  is  theoretically  al- 
ways in  the  possession  of  the  Lord 
Chancellor,-  it  follows  as  a  matter  of 
course  that  he  can  never  divorce  him- 
self from  his  trust.  To  keep  .to  the 
stri'-t  letter  of  the  law,  but  to  enible 
the  Lord  Chancellor  to  cross  the  channel 
or  the  ocean,  it  is  within  his  power, 
with  the  sanction  of  the  sovereign,  to 
put  "the  s^al  in  commission,"  that  is, 
to  appoint  deputies  to  have  the  custody 
of   the  seal  and  -to  use   H 

Always  a  L«wy«r 
"The  Lord  High  Chancellor  is  always 
a  lawyer,  almost  invariably  has  been  a 
member  of  Parliament,  and  usually  he 
has  filled  the  office  of  Attorney-General 
or  Solicitor-General,  which  means  that 
he  is  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  English 
bar,  as  only  men  of  the  first  rank  are 
given    those   posts. 

"VlSCOUnl  lliilclanc  never  held  political 
office  until  he  was  made  Secretary  of 
State  for  War  by  Sir  H.  Campbell-Ban- 
nerman.  and  when  Lord  Loreburn  re- 
signed as  Lord  Chancellor  because  he 
was  not  in  sympathy  with  the  Prime 
Minister's  policy,  Mr.  Asuulth  reformed 
his  cabinet  by  promoting  Lord  Haldane 
from    the   war  offi<  ,•    to    the    woolsack. 

"It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  office  Is 
distinctly  political.  Every  premier  ap- 
points his  own  chancellor,  who  goeB  out 
with  his  chief,  but,  although  the  chan- 
cellor owes  his  appointment  to  the  Prime 
Minister)  he  takes  precedence  of  him  on 
all  state  occasions;  although  he  may  be 
only  a  baron,  which  is  the  lowest  order 
of  the  peerage,  the  Lord  Chancellor  out- 
ranks every  duke  in  the  kingdom  except 
royal  dukes,  that  is.  the  blood  relatives 
of  the  king.  Thus  the  man  who  yester- 
day was  a  corrlmoner,  who  may  not  be 
able  to  trace  his  descent  back  farther 
than  on*  generation,  who  has  succeeded 
simply  (hrou*h  his  own  brains  and  per- 
severance, by.'Kis  elevation  to  the  wool- 
sack may  claim  the  pas  over  men  who 
can  trace  their  descent  in  an  unbroken 
line  to  the  Conqueror. 

"The  Lord  Chancellor  is  the  highest 
Judicial  officer  of  the  kingdom.  He  pre- 
sides over  the  judicial  committee  of  the 
Privy  Council.  He  is  the  official  guar- 
dian of  all  infants,  idiots  and' lunatics. 
He  has  the  appointment  of  all  Justices 
of  the  peace,  and  he  Is  a  member  of  the 
cabinet.  For  hia  various  duties  he  re- 
ceives a  salary  of  $50,000  a  year,  and 
when  the  ministry  goes  out  and  he 
ceases  to  be  Lord  Chancellor  he  receives 
a  pension  for  life"  of  »25,000  a  year,  for 
which  he  sits  as  a  Judge  in  the  highest 
court. 

On   the    Woolsack 

"I  have  termed  tha  Lord  Chancellor 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  House  of 
Lords,  but  a  more  technical  and  accur- 
ate description  is  "prolocutor  of  the 
House  of  Lords  by  prescription."  For- 
merly <he'Loid  Chancellor  did  not  neces- 
sarily have  to  be  a  member  of  the 
House,  that  is  to  say,  a  peer,  and  the 
chancellors  were  often  commoners.  Now 
the  chancellor  Is  aHvays  raised  to  thn 
peerage  When  the  office  Is  conferred  upon, 
him,  and  that  makes  htm.  ipso  facto, 
a  member  of  the  House  of  Lords  and 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  tts  mem- 
bers. Thus  it  happens  that  the  Lord 
Chancellor  as  the  presidlnst  officer  not 
only  taken  part  in  debate,  but  also  votea 
as  a  party  man  on  all  measures.  But 
the  House  of  Lords  la  a  place  where 
tradition  holds  sway,  and  to  preserve 
the  traction,  ethat  its  presiding  officer 
IS  not  necessarily  a  member  of  the 
House,  Hie  e^oolaark,  tha  Lord  Chancel- 
i|of<  vhslr— so  called  because  It  Is  a 
iaree  ottoman  shaped  like  a  bale  of 
wool  and  commemorative  of  ari  act 
passed  in  the  time  of  Elisabeth  prohib- 
iting the  exportation  of  wool,  then  one 
of  the  chief  sources  of  English  wealth— 
technically  Is  outside  thf  chamber,  and 
whenever  the  chancellor  rises  to  ad- 
dress his  fellow  peers  ,&«  takes  two  or 
three  eteps  to  shew, that  he  ha*  brougke 
himself   within    the     »w*r 


speak  and  vpto  he  has  no  authority  over 
the  house,  because  the  House  of  Lords 
has   no  rules   except  wn*t  It   makes. 

"A  peer  does  not  address  himself  to 
the  Lord  Chancellor,  bul  to  the  House 
eojlectlvelyj  Rnd  begins  nib  speec'i  with 
'my  lords,'  and  punctuat-a*  it  wltn  "your 
lordohipa,'  >Tor  does  a  peer  speak  by 
the  r  ermlbsioii  of  the  chancellor.  It  is 
the  right  of  any  peer  \o  speak,  and  if 
two  men  rise  at  the  same  tint  and  bjtti 
claim  the  floor  and  neither  is  willing 
tc  yield,  th«>  lords  themselves  «nt>M  de- 
cide who  Is  entitled  first  to  be  heard. 
And  "lastly,  the  Lord  Chancellor,  despite 
his  tremendous  power.V  has  no  more 
authority  to  preserve  order  in  the 
house  of.  Lords  than  the  meanest  sub- 
ject  in    the    King's    Dominions" 


Turkey's  Ksw  Battleship 

RARI.OW-ON-FrRXESS.  Eng.,  Sept. 
4. — One  of  the  most  formidable  battle- 
ships in  the  world,  the  Rehad-1-Ha.mis, 
was  launched  here  today.  The  battle- 
ship, which  has  bern  built  for  the  Turk- 
ish navy.,  displaces  over  23.000  tons, 
and  has  an  armament  of  ten  13.5-lnch 
guns.

Will  Be  Capable  of  Firing  100- 
Pound  Projectile  at  Least 
Five  Miles — War  Office  Is 
Reorganizing  Field   Forces, 


Xow  that  the  new  system  of  military 
service  is  abbut  to  i  be  introduced  Into 
the  French  army,  and  the  h;ilanc<.  of 
"effectives",  is  more  or  less  achieved, 
the  attention  of  the  War  Office  is  being 
turned  to  artillery.  At  present  the  only 
g»m  which  the  Frenph  possess  more  pow- 
erful than  the  75mm.  is  the  Rlmallho. 
somewhat  heavy  arid-lacking  In  mobility. 
For  many  years  past  Germany  has  had 
batteries  of  light  howitzers  of  105mm., 
with  a  view  to  counteracting  the  French 
quick-firing  75mm.  The  dropping  shells 
are  able  to  search  all  masked  or  front- 
ally-fortlfted  positions,  but,  the  range 
being  comparatively  short,  the  Germans 
ha\e  now  adopted:  a  heavy  150mm.  how- 
itzer and  a  210mm.  mortar  with  car- 
riage adapted  for  the  roughest  transport. 

It  was  in  response  to  this  move  that 
the  French  Minister  of  War.  after  giving 
a  trial  to  various  types  of  how(itzer,  of- 
fered by  private  Industry,  determined  to 
adopt  the  lnegnious  invention  of  Com- 
mandant Malaudrln  for  transforming  the 
75mm.  quick-firers  at  need  into  howit- 
zers. The  Berlin  staff,  however,  had 
forestalled  this  retort  by  adding  to  its 
artillery  long  guns  of  100  and  130mm., 
capable  of  firing  at  a  target  at  a  dis- 
tance of  seven  kilometres  (or  about  four 
and  one-half  miles  1  without  elevation. 
This  placed  the  French  75mm.  gun, 
which  fras  not  so  long  a  range,  at  a 
great  disadvantage,  if  not  at  the  mercy 
of  such  an  adversary,  and  the  War 
Office  again  applied  to  private  enter- 
prise to  discover  and  manufacture  some- 
thing bettor. 

■-»  The  result  has  been  the  creation  of 
a  new  type  of  gun  of  105mm.  capable  of 
firing  a  100-!b.  projectile  at  least  five 
miles.  It  is  intended  to  furnish  each 
corps  d'armee  with  at  least  two  sections 
of  four  guns  each  of  this  new  type.  It 
will  be  one  of  the  effects  of  the  three 
years'  service  that  it  will  be  possible  to 
have  a  completely  new  organization  of 
field  artillery  without  touching  the  ex- 
isting 75mm.  batteries,  which  are  the 
guns  that  so  distinguished  themselves 
In   the  Balkan  war.

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Austria's  Ruler  Celebrates  His 
83rd  Birthday  —  Heir-Ap- 
parent Has  Been  Compelled 
to  Retire, . 


FranclB  Joseph,  Emperor  of  Austria, 
a  few.  days  ago  attained  his  83rd  year, 
and  the  anniversary  was  celebrated  with 
far  more  than  the  usual  enthusiasm 
throughout  his  empire,  except,  perhaps, 
in  Bohemia,  where  there  is  serious  do- 
mestic trouble.  Two  years  ago  it'  ap- 
peared thai  Franz  Joseph  had  practic- 
ally retired,  and  the  people  began  to 
look  up  the  birthday  of  the  Grand  Duke 
Francis,  l-'erdinand,  into  whose  hands 
the  reins  of  power  had  been  confided. 
But  in  the  past  few  months  the  old  Em- 
peror appears  to  have  come  to  life,  says 
The  Toronto  Mail  and  Empire.  His 
nephew  is  dismissed  to  tfie.rear.  He  Is 
no  longer  consulted,  either  by  the  Min- 
isters or  by  his  uncle.  The  Emperor 
has  declared  by  his  actions  that  Francis 
Ferdinand  is  not  fit  to  "be  Emperor  of 
Austria,  that  his  policy  was  steering 
the  country  into  war,  and  that  it  was 
tne  duty  of  tne  preseni 
arise  even  from  a  sick 
charse  of  .a-ffaits.

Emperor   Dreads   War 

Most  old  men  abhor  war,  and  the. Em- 
peror of  Austria  is  no  exception.  ••  He  is 
nm  one  who  jests  at  scars  because  he 
never  felt  a  wound.  Franz  Joseph  has 
been  on  the  throne  for  -65  years,  and  his 
memory  recalls  the  struggles  with  Den- 
mark, France,  Prussia  and  Italy,  as  well 
as  the  Magyar  insurrection  the  year 
after  he  became  EmperOr.  In  lat,er  years 
his  chief  ambition  has  been  to  rinish 
his  reign  in  peace,  although  the  policy 
of  Austria  has  not  appeared  to  be  a 
very  conciliatory  one.. 

The  Emperor,  however,  may  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  safest  way  is 
to  appear  indifferent  to  consequences, 
and  the  result  is  that  the  peace  of  his 
kingdom  has  not  been  disturbed  for  more 
than  40  years.  Before  the- trouble  over 
the  annexation  of  Bosnia  and  Herzego- 
vina it  appeared  that  there  was  little 
prospect  of  Austria  becoming  involved 
with  another  power,  and  the  aged  Em- 
peror, feeling  the  weight  of  years  and 
bowed  by  private  sorrows,  was  ready 
enough  to  step  into  the  background  and 
permit  the  Archduke,  who  is  also  heir- 
apparent,  to  practice  some  of  the  of- 
fices that  it  was  expected  would  soon 
devolve   upon    him. 

An  Ambitious  Hair 

The  Archduke  is  known  as  a  very 
serious-minded  man.  Statecraft  was  not 
a  bore  to  him.  He  displayed  unusual 
aptitude  for  the  ccaft,  and  was  never^ 
happier  tRart  when  coniultfhj  <v1th  one- 
of  the.  Ministers,  for  the  Emperor,  gave 
instructions  that  every  matter  of  Stat" 
was  to  be  laid  before  the  Archduke  as 
well  as  himjelf.  Ministers  perceived 
that  the  real  head  of  Austria  was  the 
heir-apparent,  and  since  the  death  of 
the  aged  Emperor  was  supposed  to  be 
close  at  hand,  It  was  not  long  before 
Ferdinand  was  exercising  all  the  func- 
tions of  kingship.  I'nfortunately,  the 
next  Emperor  of  Austria  appears  to  be 
of  a  somewhat  quarrelsome  disposition, 
or  he  may  have  been  fired  with  no  other 
motive  than  ambition.  At  any  rate,  in 
the  short  time  when  he  was  given  a 
free  hand,  his  country  wi  on  the  vergo 
of  war  with  Italy,  Russia,  Hervia,  Tur- 
key and  Montenegro. 

Writing  in  The  Pittsburg  Dispatch, 
"Ex-Attache"  oVedlts,  Francis  Ferdinand 
with  full  responsibility  for  the  policy 
that  led  to  the  annexation  of  Bosnia 
and  Herzegovina,  and  that  threatened 
to  embroil  Austria  in  the  Balkan  War. 
It  must  be  said  that  the  Archduke  did 
not  go  to  the  verge  of  war  without  a 
very  good,  reason  to  believe  that  If  war 
came  Austria  would  be  vIctoploUlT.  *>In 
three  or  four  years  he  had  virtually  re- 
organized or  revolutionized  the  army 
and  navy  of  the  country.  It  is  due  to 
him  that  Austria  will  soon  rank  as  the 
second  nasal  power  In  t!ie  Mediterran- 
ean. The  army  has  been  increased  and 
its  efficiency  doubled,  as  far  as  it  is 
possible  to  tell  from  manoeuvres,  and 
the  fact  that,  although  Austria  is  at 
the  present  time  the  most  hated  country 
In  Europe,  her  policy  has  been  success- 
ful, is  also  a  tribute  to  the  ability  that 
the   Archduke   displayed. 

The  Emperor's  Displeasure 
Nevertheless,  in  the  past  few  months 
he  appears  to  have  gone,  rrtuch  fart  It  «-.- 
than  was  consistent  with  the  safety  of 
his  country.  He  provoked  combinations 
against  Austria,  and  ha*  done  much  to 
alienate  popular  sympathy  in  Italy,  al- 
though Italy  is  one  of  Austrin's  allies. 
This  is  what  led  the  old  Emperor  t-> 
arise  from  his  sick  bed  and  once  more 
take  the  helm. 

In  the  past  few  months  it  is  said  that 
not  only  has  the  Arcli.<J.Uke  ceased  to  be 
the  dominating  factor  in  Austria,  but 
that  Ministers,  upon  the  Emperor's  in- 
structions, have  ceased  to  consult  him 
about  affairs.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  may  be  other  elalmants  to  the 
throne  of  Austria,  the  action  of  the  Em- 
peror is  all  the  more  significant:  The 
popularity  of  the  Archduke  has  declined 
In  consequence  of  the  heavy  burdens  his 
military  schemes  have  laid  upon  the 
country,  and  the  probabilities  of  internal 
trouble  in  the  dual  kingdom  when  the 
old  Emperor  phpsps  away  have  been 
greatly   Increased.

The  question  of  an  aerial  militia  in 
France  has  been  frequently  discussed, 
and  is  now  about  to  receive  satisfac- 
tory solution.  It  Is  expected  thati  In  a 
few  months  there  will  be  200  Livillan 
aviators,  with  a  comp*a6t  organization 
forming  an  aertal  mllttia.  The  scheme 
has  been  strongly  advocated  by  'M.  Al- 
fred le  Blanc,  and  .  the  proposal  has 
been  accepted  by  the  general  staff.  The 
scheme  consists  in  a  project  to  organize 
all  the  suitable  civilian  pilots  into  a 
body  liable  to  service  at  any  time  when 
called  upon  by  the  military  .authorities. 
They  will  have  slated  periods  of  eier- 
clse  during  the  course  of  the  year,  and 
it  is  proposed  at  the'  same  time  to 
allow  a  sum  of  $730  a  year  as  pay  to 
each  aerial  militiaman.  This  will  in- 
demnify him  for  his  service,  and  leave 
him  free  at  the  same  time  to  earn 
more,  either  as  an  aviator  or  in  fol- 
lowing  some    trade  or   profession. 


At  present  the  proposal  contemplates 
three  classes  of  aviators:  First,  pilots 
who  own  machine?;  second,  pilots  who 
are  at  the  service  of  builders;  third, 
p'lots  who  have  no  machines.  The  first 
and  second  categories  are  the  least  nu- 
merous, and  it  is  believed  that  the  larg- 
est contingent  will  be  recruited  from 
the  third  category.  To  them  the  lndem-> 
nity  of  $720  A  year  •  will  •  be  an  impor- 
tant  consideration. 

Mhst    Sass    Tests  ' 

Hitherto  all  officers  or  soldiers  who 
applied  to  be  attached  to  the  aviation 
corps  had  to  pass  their  military  brevet 
as  pilots,  and  -were  th'n  assigned  to 
some  centre.  The  members  of  the  pro-, 
posed  militia  will  have  to  go  through 
the  same  test,  but  the  Government  will 
advance  the'  necessary  sum — about  $3t)fl 
— to  the  builders,  to  allow  the  aspi- 
rants to  ^pass  the  tests.  A  special  com- 
mittee of  officers  will  examine  the  ap- 
plicants beforehand  as  to*,  their  record 
and  ability.  The  accepted  candidate 
will  have  to  sign  an  enlistment  in  the 
militia,  to  which  he  will,  be  bound,  and, 
in  case  he  leaves  before  his  time  Is 
expired,  he  will  have  to  pay  an  in-, 
demnlty.       '    , 

It  is  calculated  that  about  200  avia- 
tors are  at  present'  available,  und  will 
almost  certainly  enlist  in  the  proposed 
militia.  Fifty  pilots  are" already  known 
to  have  passed  their  military  brevets, 
and  this  would  leave  a'bput  150  more 
to  pass  the  tests.  The  entire  scheme 
would   cost   only  about  $200,000   a  year.

General  Pau,  in  Speech  De- 
fending New  Service  Bill, 
Declares  Republic  Must  Be 
Prepared  for  Emergency, 


General  Pau,  commissioner  of  t!io 
French  Government,  who  was  prevented 
from  speaking  to  the  three  years"  service 
bill  in  the  chamber,  delivered  a  remark- 
ably far-sighted  and  temperate  speech 
In  tho  Senate  on  the  Introduction  of  the 
bill    In    the    Upper    House. 

General  'Pau  Is  the  most  popular  of- 
ficer in  France,  and  It  was  felt  by  the 
Government  that  his  prestige  and  re- 
cosnized  breadth  of  view  would  do  much 
to  place  the  army  reform  bill  In  a  place 
of  security  In  pouular  estimation.  Gen- 
eral Pau's  speech  dealt  with  the  subject 
of  military  preparedness  from  the  view- 
point of  a  nation  which  U  resolved  «o* 
to    be   the  aggressor. 

He  first  stated  that  the  law  of  1M» 
gave  the  German  amy  a  MDwrtoH[t# 
over  the  French  army  of  '^0tA^mMf^ 
and  that  the  total .  number  of -man.. -avail- 
able in  France  In  war  time  wae  «,*«,- 
000  to  Germany's  4.S70,«0ft.  The  advant- 
age which  Germany  held  over  France 
consisted,  at  present  of  400,000  men,  and 
jKSgiMO*  "whin  -the-  taw  of  t»M  had

Since  France  could  not  compete  with 
Germany  as  far  as  numbers  were  con-

peace. 

Germany's    Advantage 

The  new  German  military  law  meant 
that  the  army  would  be  virtually  on  a 
war  footing  and  that  in  case  of  mobiliz- 
ation the  calling  out  of  a  single  con- 
tingent Of  reserves  would  bring  up  the 
infantry  and  artillery  to  war  strength. 
The  French  army,  on  the  other  hand, 
fc-ould  require  the  addition  of  four  or 
five  contingents  of  reserves.  This 
would  give  Germany  at  least  two  days 
advantage,  and  for  an  offensive  force 
such  as  the  German  army  this  would 
mean  a  temptation  such  as  it  might  not 
always    be   able    to   resist. 

Field  Marshal  Von  der  Goltz  had  been 
known  to.  state  that  there  was  a  connec- 
tion between  the  strategy  and  the  policy 
of  a  country.  In  such  circumstances  it 
behooved  France  to  be  on  her  guard.  The 
pacific  intentions  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic were  above  suspicion,  and  it  was  just 
because  France  left  the  initial  step  in 
a  war  to  her  enemy  that  her  army  must 
be  ready  to  face  the  opposing  force  at 
any    moment. 

Since  war  would  not  be  declared  by 
France,  It  gave  the  opponent  the  advan- 
tage of  choosing  his  time.  For  this 
reason  two  and  one-half  years'  service 
was  impossible,  since  the  French  army's 
time  of  greatest  weakness  must  be  the 
same  as  that  of  the  German  army. 
Otherwise  the  weakest  moment  of  the 
French  army  might  be  the  strongest  of 
that  of  Germany,  and  this  would  give  a 
power  prepared  to  take  the  offensive 
nn  obvious  advantage.  .  But  if  the 
French  army  was  organized  on  firm 
foundations,  as  firm  as  those  of  the 
enemy.  p:mse  would  be  given  to  his  de- 
sire for  war.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 


Horse-Racing: 

Sir, — With  reference  to  the  leading 
article  in  today's  issue  of  The  Colonist, 
I  take  It  that  the  objection  is  not  to 
horse- racing,  but  to  its  existing  con- 
comitant  evils. 

The  mere  .fact  of  one  horse  racing 
against  another  does  not  hurt  anybody, 
but'  if  the  governing  powers  act  as  if 
horse-racing  can  only  be  conducted  with 
the  assistance  of  rogue  jockeys,  rogue 
trainers,  rogue  owners  and  rogue  on- 
lookers, you  may  be  sure  that  a  large 
proportion  of  rogues  will  congregate  at 
a  rartj-meetlng.  But  If  the  governing 
powers  say  they  do  not  object  to  horse- 
racing,  but  do  object  to  the  type  of 
people  at  present  following  in  its  wake, 
and  would  like  the  Standard  of  horse- 
raring  brought  to  that  of  cricket  or 
similar  sports,  then  the  position  is 
clear. 

There  are  some  people  who  object  to 
horne-raclng  as  horse-radng  purely  and 
simply,  but  horse-racing  can  be  clean 
nn.|  wholesome-  I"  say  can  be,  and 
will  be,  if  honest  men  With  honest  l<l*-na 
will  only  give  the  matter  fair  and  un- 
biassed    thought. 

I  wonder  whether  pedplfi  who  object 
to  horse-racing  ever  realized  that  horse- 
racing  dates  back,  to  the  earliest  re- 
corded history,  and  in  Kngland  flour- 
ished in  tho  twelfth  century.  English 
Kings  have  owned  and  raced  horses 
from  the  time  of  Charles  11.  to  our 
present  King,  and  the  Jockey  Club, 
which  controls  racing  in  England,  Is 
the  most  exclusive  club  in  the  world, 
and  composed  of  the  most  honorable 
and    greatest    men    In    England. 

Apart  from  all  tills,  it  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  the  best  uperimen  of 
the  English  thoroughbred  horse  is  the 
finest  animal  of  its  kind  in  existence. 
It  has  been  conclusively  proven  that 
the  value  of  the  Infusion  of  blood  for 
chargers,  hunters,  hacks  and  other  var- 
ieties of  horses  is  scarcely  to  be  over- 
estimated, and  the  only  way  of  ascer- 
taining what  particular  class  of  blood 
horses  can  be  most  Judiciously  em- 
ployed for  breeding  purposes  is  to  sub- 
mit them  to  thi  test  of  preparation  for, 
and  performar.-e  on,  the  turf.  All  this 
Is  an  actual,  dominant  fact;  therefore, 
for  the  improvement  of  horses,  racing 
becomes  a  necessity.  Given  that  racing 
is  a  necessity  to  Improve  the  general 
breed  of  horses,  purely  the  only  matter 
to  consider  is  how  to  make  horse-racing 
and  the  conduct  of  a  race-meeting  clean 
and  wholesome. 

There  must  always  be  a  stake  to  be 
won  or  lost  in  horse-racing.  The  win 
will  be  the  money  prize,  the  loss  will 
be  the  cost  of  preparing  the  horse  for 
the  race;  the  win  will  be  the  bet  made 
by   the  man  who  thinks   hi*  horse  can 


ly,  profits  will  always  be  made  out  of 
a  race-meeting,  providing  the  meeting  la 
conducted  on  business  principles,  and 
has  the  support  of  the  governing 
powers,  the  leading-  ritltena  and,  mtfra 
especially,  the  press.  I  notice  that  In 
the  press  racing  is  given  no  promi- 
nence, and  yet  we  Will  see  two  columns 
written  around  the  subject  of  some  nig- 
ger pugilist.  Pugilism  is  sport  to  a 
certain  extent,  but  surely  It  cannot  be 
ranked ,  In  the  same  social,  commercial 
and  sporting  position  as  horse-racing, 
fostered  and  encouraged  with  the  pri- 
mary object  of  Improving  the  breed  of 
horses,  anu  consequently  the  wealth  of 
the  country. 

There  is  no  reason  at  all  why,  if  this 
matter  were  taken  up  seriously,  British 
Columbia,  more  especially  Victoria, 
should  not  be  the  centre  of  horse-rac- 
ing on  the  whole  continent.  There  is 
no  reason  at  all  why  horse-racing 
should  not  be  conducted  in  as  clean  and 
proper  a  manner  as  any  other  sport, 
and  there  is  no  reason  at  all  why  Brit- 
ish Columbia  horse-racing  should  not  be 
an  object  lesson  to  the  rest  of  the 
world.  We  are  untrammeled  by  the  book 
making  Interests,  which  are  so  domi- 
nant in  England.  We  have,  on  an  aver- 
age, a  much  better  class  of  people  in 
the --West  than  exists,  in  other  coun- 
tries, and  It  is  only  a  matter  of  the 
governments,  municipal  and  otherwise, 
providing  by  their  laws,  and  the  execu- 
tive of  the  clubs  controlling  racing  pro- 
viding by  their  methods  of  conducting 
racing,  to  make  horse-racing  in  this 
country    an    assured    success. 

I  contend  that  It  would  be  possible, 
If  race-meetings  were  controlled  by  a 
Jockey  club,  composed  of  men  who  un- 
derstood the  business  and  were  honor- 
able in  their  intentions,  that  It  would 
be  possible  within  a  very  few  years  to 
give  such  prizes  for  horses  locally  bred 
that  would  make  Victoria  and  its 
suburbs    the   Newmarket   of   the   West. 

I"  have  been  closely  connected  with 
racing  in  England,  South  Africa,  Egypt 
and  the  Argentine.  I  have  owned 
horses,   and   yet   do   not   bet. 

There  are  hundreds  and  thousands  of 
people  who  love  horse-racing  as  a  genu- 
ine sport,  who  realize  that  Improvement 
in  breding  of  horses  is  a  national 
asset.  Let  the  press  and  the  govern- 
ments see  that  racing  is  conducted 
properly,  and  then,  not  only  cease  from 
hampering  the  management  of  the  meet- 
ing, but  give  their  support,  both  morally 
and   financially.

City    Water 

•  Sir, — You  were  good  enough  some  few 
uays  ago  to  Invite  discussion  as  to  the 
future    water   supply    for   Victoria. 

1  should  like  to  address  my  letter 
chiefly  to  Mr.  Rust,  of  whom  I  have  a 
vory  high  opinion.  He  has  not  known 
all  the  ins  r  *vl  outs  of  the  water  ques- 
tion before  he  came  to  us,  and  takes  It 
for  granted  that  we  must  follow  up  the 
»oollah  stpps  the  city  had  taken  before 
ho    came    here. 

I  nave  little,  doubt  he  approached  Mr. 
Suywnrd,  as  he  had  a  legal  right  to  do, 
and  asked  for  wafc«r  for  Immediate  use. 
Mr.  Sayward  reoently  offered  water  at 
4  cents  per  1,000  gallons.  He  told  me 
ii  short  time  ago  that  the  Oak  Bay 
i  lounci]  had.  been  to  him  for  water.  I 
think  1  nm'  right  when  I  say  Oak  Bay 
has  no  right  to  demand  water  at  « 
cents,  and  further,  Oak  Bay  Is  not 
obliged  to  take  water  from  Victoria. 
They  do  take  it  now  In  bulk  and  dis- 
tribute It  to  their  city  aa  they  please. 
So  when  Mr.  Rust  asked  Victoria  to  be 
sparing  in  the-  uee  of  water,  Oak  Bay 
need  not  regard  Mr.  Rust'a  request  ex- 
cept  of   courtesy. 

All  the  frlpnds  I  know,  except  those 
connected  with  the  City  Council,  thought 
it  deslrabifl  and  certain  that  Victoria 
would  take  water  from  Ooldstream;  but 
the  City  Council  has  a  following — our 
old  water  commissioner  la  one   of   these. 

The  late  Mr.  Pearce,  of  Cadhoro  Bay 
Road,  was  In  favor  of  Ooldstream  be- 
fore we  went  to  Elk  Lake,  and  all  these 
years  we  have  been  obliged  to  drink 
Elk  Lake  water  because  it  was  not 
poisonous.  It  was  only  nasty  from 
vegetable  matter,  and  later  on.  from  the 
horrors  of  Beaver  Lake,  catfish,  and 
swine   killing  ana   feeding. 

I  am  told  Sooke  Lake  water  is  quite 
disagreeable  from  mossy  bottom,  and 
that  mosquitoes  abound.  I  hear  of 
people  taking  boiled  Elk  Lake  water 
with  them  when  they  go  to  Sooke.  for 
drinking   water. 

The  advantages  Ooldstream  water 
has  over  Sooke  water  are  tremendous-  ■ 
everyone  knows  this,  for  purity,  for 
using  In  the  city,  for  power,  especially 
when  the  Tram  Oar  Agreement  ex- 
pires, and  for  cost  from  this  date. 
Spend  no  more  on  Sooke  until  you  are 
obliged  to.  This  will  be  a  long  t|me 
hence.  We  may  count  on  some  twelve 
to  fifteen  million  gallon*  a  day  from 
Ooldstream — that    will    supply    a    couple

Re  KIttlmat  Valley  for  Fre-Emptlon. 
Sir, — As  it  appears  from  the  news 
item  herewith  attached,  the  Department 
of— Lands  has  opened  the  KIttlmat  Re- 
serve to  the  pre-emptor,  who  will  go 
on  and  live  there  for  a  certain  period 
during  a  certain  number  of  years,  or, 
In  other  words,  fill  the  requirements  of 
the  Pre-Emption  Act.  Does  the  Gov- 
ernment propose  to  do  anything  else  in 
connection  with  these  people?  If  so, 
the  step  -taken  Is  decidedly  a  forward 
one.  that  is,  to  get  the  people  on  the 
land  and  get  It  under  cultivation.  If 
the  Government  does  not  propose  to  do 
anything  further,  It  seems  to  me,  that 
It  will  be  a  step  backward,  as,  Instead 
of  the  land  being  under  reserve  to  the 
Government,  It  will  be  under  reserve  to 
a  certain  number  of  people  to  have  a 
claim  against  it  sufficient  to  retard  the 
actual  settlement  and  cultivation  pos- 
sibly for  many  years.  The  KIttlmat 
Valley  and  over  the  summit  to  the 
Lakelse  to  the  Skeena  Is  distinctly 
wooded  country.  The  soil  through  the 
most  of  It  is  decidedly  adapted  for  agri- 
cultural use,  and  the  climate,  as  far  as 
I  have  learnt,  is  suitable  for  any  kind 
of  agricultural  pursuits;  but  nothing 
can  be  done  until  the  timber  is  re- 
moved and  the  stumps  taken  out.  The 
pre-emptor,  as  a  rule,  has  very  little 
money,  and  relies  ,to  a  great  extent  for 
a  living  during  r/ls  enforced  residence 
on  his  land  in  work  on  the  roads  or 
anything  that  may  be  handy  to  his  hold- 
ings. I'or  the/ ordinary  man  without 
capital  to  go  Into  the  KIttlmat  Valley 
with  an  axe  and  maddock  to  hew  out 
a  farm,  even  forty  acres  is  a  work  of 
more   than   one   lifetime. 

It  seems  to  me  that  If  the  Govern- 
ment would  adopt  a  policy  of  helping 
the  pre-emptor  to  get  a  start,  fTlelr 
security  on  the  land  for  repayment 
should  be  sufficient  to  warrant  them 
undertaking  the  absolutely  necessary 
work.  There  is  no  apparent  reason  w'.iy 
the  Government  could  not  afford  to  put 
in  at  least  one  or  twe  stump-pullers  and 
a  portable  sawmill  In. the  KIttlmat  Val- 
ley. The  stump-pullers  could  be  used 
by  the  pre-emptors  as  required  to  do 
the  heavy  stump-pulling  In  the  valley, 
the  portable  sawmill  could  be  used  to 
saw  up  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  tim- 
ber for  the  necessary  houses  and  out- 
buildings and  fences,  etc.,  required  by 
the  people.  The  Government  would  then 
have  a  lean  on  the  land  for  the  amount 
expended.  The  pre-emptors  themselves 
through  the  valley  would  be  enabled  to 
make  n  sufficient  amount  to  provide  for 
their  families,  if  they  had  any,  by  work- 
ing for  the  Government  stump-pullers  or 
at  the  sawmill,  and  would  then  gel  n 
sufficient  start  on  their  holdings  to  be 
certain  of  earning  a  llvlihood.  No  pre- 
emptor  on  forty  acres  of  land  could  af- 
ford to  buy  any  kind  of  modern  ma- 
chinery to  assist  him  In  any  way  to 
clear  his  land,  as  the  machinery  is  too 
expensive  for  the  amount  of  work  that 
would  be  required  for  any  single  pre- 
emptor.  If  the  Government  would  get 
some  stump-pullers  that  would  enablo 
the  pre-emptor  to  get  his  land  cleared 
and  get  a  fair  start  as  an  agriculturist, 
then,  In  the  course  of  a  few  years. 
British  Columbia  would  not  be  spending 
r**  III  on  a  of  dollars  for  foreign  products 
which  should  be  raised  on  her  own  soil 
by  her  own  population.  Thla  Idea  does 
not  refer  only  to  the  KIttlmat  Valley, 
but  would  apply  to  90  per  cent  of  the 
land  open  for  pre-emption  in  this  Prov- 
ince. It  seems  to  me  that,  by  bringing 
the  matter  to.  the  attention  of  the  Gov- 
ernment through  your  valuable  editori- 
als, possibly  some  scheme  might  be  ad- 
vanced that  would  greatly  assist  In  the 
development  of  the  agricultural  re- 
sources *f  this  Province.

Mr.  T.  B.  Shoebotham,  prosecutor, 
appointed  by  the  Provincial  Government 
for  the  strike  cases  at  Nanalmo,  return- 
ed to  town  yesterday  in  company  with 
Superintendent  Campbell  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Police  for  the  purpose  of  talk- 
ing over  the  matter  with  Acting-Pre- 
mier   Bowser. 

In  the  opinion  of  both  Mr.  Shoeboth- 
am and  the  police  superintendent  things 
are  gradually  assuming  a  better  com- 
plexion in  the  strike  zone,  and  while 
neither  of  them  would  Indulge  in  op- 
timistic predictions  as  to  the  outcome, 
they  went  so  far  as  to  state  that  the 
danger  to  Ufa  and  property  was  at  an 
end. 

In  the  course  of  a  conversation  with 
The  Colonist,  Mr.  Shoebotham  said  that 
the  city  of  Nanalmo,  formerly  one  of 
the  steadiest  pay-day  ateces  on  the 
Coast,  has  very  little  doing  within  its 
borders.  "The  mines  are  closed,  and  as 
Nana!  10  is  a  mining  centre  purely  and 
simply  the  condition  can  be  much  bet- 
ter imagined  than  described.  ThliiRa 
ara  so  bad  that  even  the  Chinese 
laundrymen  are  complaining.  Whether 
Jteda.1  and 


proper  reason  or  not, 
everyone,  whether  directly  affected  by 
the  strike  or  not,-  is  holding  on  to  his 

Ah.    with   the  result   taht   the   lam 
men  cannot  get  their  dues,  and  the  con- 
;'o"pn-"   is    that  -the   laundry   Is   threat- 
ened   with   a   shut-out  also. 

"And  yet  in  the  midst  of  all  this  it 
would  be  the  simplest  thing  in  the 
world  to  develop  an  amazing  activity. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  if  the  mine  owners 
and  the  men  would  come  tog-ether  and 
agree  upon  some  terms  the  mines  at 
Nanalmo  could  be  thrown  open  within 
twenty-four  hours  and  work  be  resumed. 
I  have  it  on  the  authority  of  one  of 
the  mine  managers  that  this  could  and 
would  be  done  if  a  settlement  could 
only  be  effected.  Of  course,  as  to  the 
merits  of  the  dispute  I  have  nothing 
whatever  to  say:  and  in  any  event,  that 
is  between  the  parties  concerned. 

"Since  the  soldiers  took  their  de- 
parture there  has  been  no  threat  of  a 
resumption  of  hostilities  on  the  part 
of  the  strikers,  and  personally  I  have 
no  fear  of  such  a  thing  occurlnj,  antes* 
of  course  the  police  control  slackened, 
and  as  there  Is  no  possibility  of  that 
the  situation  resolves  itself  Into  a 
struggle^between  the  contending  sides. 
Order  Is  Being  maintained  all  along  the 
line,  and  I  do  not  know  that  there  has 
been  any  particular  difficulty  about  It. 
I  don't  know  what  the  arrangements 
In  connection  with  the  militia  are,  but 
I  must  say  that  in  leaving  the  number 
of  men  on  the  ground  to  preserve  the 
spirit  and  the  letter  of  the  law,  the 
officials  did  a  very  wise  thing.  Every 
day  that  passes  sees  the  policing  of 
the  district  more  effectively  clinched, 
and  in  about  a  week  or  so  I  believe 
It  will  be  possible,  without  the  slight- 
est risk,  to  remove  the  remainder  of  the 
soldiers. 

"At  Extension  the  mines  are  of 
course,  out  of  commission,  and  at  that 
place  the  houses  of  the  miners,  or  at 
least  a  number  of  them,  are  destroyed 
by  figure.  That  was  a  very  terrible 
business  altogether,  and  I  doubt  if 
people  living  at  some  distance  from  the 
scene  can  fully  realize  what  the  flight 
of  the  non-union  men  with  their  wives 
and    families    to    the    hills    really    meant. 


I  can  see  no  immediate  proapeot  of  work 
at  Extension,  because  the  mines  have 
been   considerably   damaged. 

"Happily  at  Cumberland  the  efforts 
of  the  strikers  to  effect  a  coup,  failed, 
and  today  the  mine  there  U  producing 
more  than  ever.  That  was  due  entirely 
to  the  arrival  of  the  militia.  Other- 
wise we  might  have  been  faced  today 
with  a  closure  upon  all  the  mines  of  the 
Island.  The  Cumberland  production  for 
the  last  month  was  a  record  one,  and 
In  face  of  the  general  scarcity  of  pro- 
duction, and  the  consequent  rise  In 
price  during  the  Winter,  I  think  it  is 
a  most  excellent  thing.  • 

"Among  the  strikers  I  suspect  that 
there  Is  a  feeling  abroad  that  they  are 
in  wrong.  Many  of  those  who  have 
been  arrested  for  assault  and  other 
offences  are  now  chawing  the  cud  of 
repentance,  and  I  fancy  that  before  the 
law  is  done  with  them  they  will  be 
even  more  melancholy  as  to  their  plight. 
The  strike  pay  of  $4  a  week  Is  not  to 
be  compared  with  the  regular  earnings 
of  the  miner,  even  when  they  get  it  for 
nothing.  Of  course  in  one  or  two  in- 
stances the  strike  pay  is  panning  out 
aU  right,  the  additional  allowances  for 
wife  and  children  bringing  the  total 
up  to  a  respectable  figure  for  larger 
families. 

"Taken  all  over,  however,  there  la  a 
feeling  of  discontent  at  the  condition  of 
things.  The  men  realize  that  the  strike 
has  produced  nothing  but  trouble  for 
themselves,  and  it  takes  more  than  the 
paltry  sum  of  %A  a  week  to  compensate 
them  for  what  may  prove  the  perman- 
ent loss  of  employment."

According  to  advices  received  by  the 
local  agents  of  the  Japanese  line,  the 
Canada  Maru  will  sail  from  Yokohama 
on  .September  12,  arriving  at  Victoria 
September  27.  On  her  regular  sailing 
she  was  due  to  clear  the  Japanese  port 
September  3  and  due  here  September  ii. 
In  view  of  her  late  arrival,  the  Canada 
will  not  remain  as  long  "as  usual  on 
this  Coast,  being  allowed  but  fieven 
days  in  which  to  discharge  and  reload 
at  three  ports.  As  capacity  outward 
cargoes  are  the  rule  these  days,  the 
steamer  will  have  to  hustle  in  order  ta 
get  away  by  October  5  for  the  return 
trip   to   the  Far  East. 

The  Tacoma  Maru  puts  in  an  ap- 
pearance on  October  2  and  sails  put- 
ward  on  October  14.  This  will  be  the 
first  time  that  two  boats  of  the  Osaka 
Shosen  Kaisha  have  be^n  on  the  Norths 
Pacific    Coast   together. 

Chicago  Had  Good  Trip 

Fair  weather,  gentle  breezes  and 
smooth  seas  marked  the  voyage  of  the 
liner  Chicago  Maru,  which  tied  up  at 
the  Outer  Docks  early  yesterday  after- 
noon after  a.  fifteen-day  passage  from 
Yokohama.  Captain  Goto  says  that  his 
most  recent  voyage  proved  the  be'st  in 
many  months.  Hardly  any  fog  was  en- 
countered, and  the  vessel  succeeded  in 
reeling  off  an  average  of  twelve  knots 
during  her  transpacific  run.  The  Chi- 
cago Maru  brought  the  lightest  passen- 
ger list  this  year,  having  but  fifty- 
three  all  told  for  Victoria  and  Puget 
Sound.  Ten  Orientals  disembarked  at 
this  port.  Including  two  Japanese  mis- 
sionaries having  cabin  transpdrtation. 
Forty-three  proceeded  to  Seattle  and 
Tacoma.  This  number  included  two 
Hindus,  one  Greek,  one  Maltese,  one 
American,  the  remainder  being  Orien- 
tals. 

The  big  steamship  brought  a  3,500- 
ton  cargo  of  Chinese  and  Japanese  mer- 
chandise. The  principal  Hems  on  the 
liner's  manifest  were  lf>0  bales  of  raw 
silk,  for  overland  shipment;  3,00A  bales 
of  Manila  hemp.  7,000  boxes  of  tea, 
2,500  cases  of  porcelain,  500  bags  of 
Chinese  and  Japanese  rice  and  an  un- 
usually large  shipment  of  Japanese 
said.

B.  C.  Salvage  Co.  Deny  Rumor 
of  Purchase   of  Towfooat 
ItaTfrMffe  by  C.  P.  R.— 

To  Be  Converted  Soon, 


According  to  an  authoritative  state- 
ment emanating  from  the  offices  of  the 
B.-  C.  ■  Salvage  Company,  owners  of  the 
powerful  tug  William  Jolllffe,  reports 
circulating  to  the  effect  that  the  Wil- 
liam Jolliffe  is  to  be  purchased  by  the 
C.  1'.  K.  are  Incorrect.  It  was.  announc- 
ed last  night  that  several  parties  were 
negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  the  fa- 
mous tug,  but  no  settlement  had  been 
reached   as   to   her   disposal. 

In  view  of  the  shortage  of  coal  owing 
to  the  continued  strike  on  Vancouver 
island,  it  Is  the  intention  of  her  owners 
to  Immediately  convert  the  "William 
Jolllffe  into  an  oil  burner,  and  she  will 
shortly  be  laid  up  for  that  purpose.  The 
conversion  of  the  William  Jolllffe  from 
coal  to  oil  will  be  carried  out  whether 
or  no  the  pending  negotiations  are 
brought  to  a  head.  At  the  present  time 
the  William  Jolllffe  Is  operating  under 
charter  to  the  Dominion  Government  as 
a_fisherles  protection  cruiser  on,  the 
British  Columbia  Coast,  and  recently  re- 
turned from  an  extended  cruise  in 
northern  waters.  She  was  brought  out 
to  this  Coast  about  six  years  ago,  when 
the— B.  C  Salvage  Company  acquired  her 
from  Liverpool  owners  for  salvage  work 
on  this  Coast.  Long  before  her  pur- 
chase by  the  Esquimau  concern  the 
William  Jolllffe  attracted  considerable 
attention  in  world  shipping  circles  by 
'her. long  distance  towage  feats,  and  was 
generally  acknowledged  to  be  one  of  the 
most    powerful    tugs    afloat.

Rescued  Crew  of  the  British 
Schooler  Mersey  .Reeouht 
Weird  T"^le  FtyfowjtTg  Loss 

of  Vessel, 


NEW  YORK,  Sept.  4.— News  of  the 
total  loss  of  the  British  schooner  Mer- 
i*y  and  its  cargo  of  cocoanuts  on  the 
shore  of  Isle  of  Pines,  south  of  Cuba, 
was  brought  here  today  by  four  mem- 
bers of  the  rescued  crew,  passengers 
on  the  steamer  Metapan  from  Colon.  The 
Mersey  drifted  onto  the  beach  while  get- 
ting under  way  for  New  York. 

The  Mersey,  Captain  Sponagle,  a 
three-master  of  220  tons,  left  Shelburne, 
N.  S..  on  June  18,  and  arrived  at  Port 
Antonio  by  way  of  other  ports.  Her 
home   port    was    Bridgeton,    Barbados. 

The  wind  drove  the  Mersey  fast  on 
the  rocks,  where  at  sundown  San  Bias 
Indians  swarmed  aboard,  according  to 
Kreil  BlUott,  Arthur  O'Neill,  Henry  Gib- 
bon and  William  Jackson,  all  of  Hali- 
fax. After  dancing  and  singing  the  In- 
dians lenped  overboard  and  swain 
ashore,  and  a  few  minutes  later  the 
Mersey  burst  Into  flames  and  the  crow 
had  to  take  to  the  water  to  save  them- 
selves. 

After  dodging  the  natives  throughout 
the  night,  narrated  Elliott,  the  crew  met 
wealthy  Indian  merchants,  who  regret- 
U-<1  the  Mersey's  loss  and  cared  for 
them  until  a  schooner  came  along  and 
took    them    aboard    for    Colon. 


PATROL 

IN  THE  ICE  FIELDS 


Captain. of  U,  S  ,  Revenue  Cut- 
ter Brings  Interesting  Data 
Regarding  Icebergs — Many 
Old-Time  Ideas  Are  Upset, 


How  to  navigate  safely  in  water;: 
where  Icebergs  are  frequent,  Is  told  by 
Captain  C.  E.  Johnston,  commandlnK 
officer  of  the  United  States  revenue 
cutter  Seneca,  In  his  report.  Just  re- 
ceived at  the  United  States  Navy  Die* 
partment,  following  his  return  from  the 
Ice  fields,  where  he  did  patrol  duty. 
The  Heneca  was  accompanied  by  tho 
Miami,  umlcr  Captain  A.  S.  Gamble. 
The  ships  were  out  from  the  beginning 
of  April.  Captain  Johnston's  report 
takes  up  various  phases  of  his  patrol 
duty  in  detail,  describing  the  kinds, 
number  and  size  of  the  Icebergs  en- 
countered. A  feature  of  Captain  Gam- 
bletl'  report  is  his  description  of  the 
effect  of  a  six-pound  shot  fired  into  a 
large    berg. 

Regarding  safet,y  in  the  regions 
where  icebergs  may  be  found,  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  Seneca  makes 
ihf>    following   statement: 

"In  my  opinion  the  only  safe  way 
to  navigate  regions  of  Icebergs  Is  to 
stop  during  thick  weather.  In  clear 
weather  Icebergs  are  not  dangerous.  1 
believe  that  a  vessel  might  drift  agaTnst 
an  iceberg  In  ordinary  weather  without 
much   damage. 

"The  British  steamer  Mount  Temple 
Is  the  only  one  I  have  heard  of  this 
season  that  sustained  any  considerable 
damage  from  icebergs.  She  Is  reported 
to  have  drifted  against  one  while 
stopped    during    a    fog. 

"In  sheering  off  to  avoid  a  herg  It 
must  be  borne  In  mind  that  with  the 
engines  working  ahead  the  vessel  i« 
pivoted  on  her  stem  so  that  as  soon  aa 
the  bow  Is  clear  of  the  herg  the  helm 
should  be  shifted  In  order  to  throw  the 
stern  away  from  the  berg.  At  night 
and  in  thick  fog  I  should  post  the  look- 
out as  low  down  as  circumstances""  would 
permit.  In  addition  to  this,  the  vigil- 
ance of  the  officer  of  the  watch  should 
be   unremitting." 

Deaerlbe*    Iceborga 

After  describing  a  number  of  the  Ice- 
bergs seen.  Commander  Johnston  states 
that  "The  only  kind  we  did  not  see  la 
the  kind  popularly  pictured  In  school- 
books,  with  high,  overhanging,  craggy 
pinnacles."  He  also  intimates  a  doubt 
that  the  large  bergs  reported  by  news- 
paper* were  as  large  as  estimated.  The 
portion  of  his  report  relating  to  the 
kind  of  bergs  seen  follows: 

"All  of  the  lee  seen  on  or  near  the 
Grand  Banks  this  season  has  been  of 
the  Ortetnland  type  In  berg  f^orm.  No 
ice  wu  seen  or  reported  except  near

During  the  month  of 
April  I  had  reports  of  about  100  bergs 
south  of  latitude  50  north,  mostly  In  a 
congested  area  around  Flemish  Cai 
thence  westward  to  the  Grand  Banks. 
Scattered  bergs  were  reported  as  far 
east  as  48-50  north,  40-40  west,  south  to 
44-7  north,  48-32  west;  west  to  44-50 
north,  4!i-10  west.  In  May  there  were 
reported  to  me  114  bergs  south  of  lati- 
tude 50.  They  had  moved  westward 
and  southward  and  were  mostly  on  or 
near  the  eastern  side  of  the  Grand 
Hanks,    many    being   grounded    thereon. 

"Up  to  June  16  I  had  reports  for 
that  month  of  35  bergs  south  of  latitude 
f>0,  mostly  confined  between  48  and  4<J 
north,  45  to  50  West  Many  bergs  Were 
reported  off  St.  John's,  Newfoundland, 
and  grounded  near  that   port. 

"The  largest  berg  we  saw  was  about 
400  feet  long  toy  300  feet  wide,  by  70 
feet  high,  out  of  water;  the  smallest 
ins  about  225  feet  long,  100  feet  wide 
&Kd  35  feet  high.  All  were  white  in 
color,  some  having  one  or  more  distinct 
veins  of  blue  Ice  running  through  them. 
iiifso  veins  ranging  from  18  inches  to 
six   feet   in   width. 

"As  to  the  shape,  no  two  bore  any 
striking  resemblance  to  each  other. 
There  were  round  tops,  flat  tops,  sloping 
tops  and  pinnacled  tops;  sloping  sides, 
sheer  sides,  craggy  sides;  regular  shapes 
anil  extremely  irregular  shapes.  I  have 
read  in  recent  newspapers  of  ships  re- 
porting bergs  half  a  mile  long  and  300 
feet  high.  I  am  not  prepared  to  refute 
such  statements,  but  we  saw  nothing  of 
that  sire.  I  estimate  150  feet  as  the 
highest  berg  we  saw.  It  looked  at  a 
distance  like  the  picture  at  Matterhorn. 
Visibility   of   Ice 

The  visibility,  of  Ice  and  means  of  de- 
tecting Its  presence  are  also  treated  by 
Captain   Johnston.      He   says: 

"The  greatest  distance  we  observed 
Ice  was  eighteen  mH.es.  The  day  was 
clear,  with  light  easterly  winds  and  a 
tendency  to  mirage.  Jt  seemed  (jo  sud- 
denly jump  Into  view  and  could  be  plaln- 
lv  seen  from  the  bridge,  as  soon  as 
from  the  crow's  nest.  On  ordinarily  clear 
days  the  average  li.^rg  can  be  seen  12 
or  15  miles  from  the  bridge,  about  a. 
ir.'lle  farther  from  the  crow's  nest,  and 
a  mll«- still  fartherWrom  the  signHl  yard. 
On  a  cloudy  day  with  good  visibility 
deduct  about  two  miles  from  the  lore- 
going.  In  clear  weather  with  hazy  hori- 
zon we  have  seen  a  big  berg  1  I  miles, 
Its  tot)  being  visible  well  above  the  hori- 
zon; In  light,  fog,  2  miles;  dense  fog, 
1,200  yards,  drizzling  rain,  2V4  miles.  In 
bright  moonlight,  with  naked  eye  2  % 
mlleis;  moon  shining  through  thin  mack- 
erel clouds,  2  miles;  starlight,  1  mile 
with  nuked  eye,  2  miles  with  glasses; 
overcast  and  dark,  but  with  horizon  vis- 
ible, H  mile  with  glasses.  In  the  lost 
case  the  berg  loom's  up  dark;  In  the 
other  cases  Its  effulgence  shows  lighter 
than  the  surrounding  space.  With  the 
searchlight  wo  were  able  to  see  a  berg 
about  three  miles  on  a  dimly  moonlight 
night  and  two  miles  after  the  moon 
set."

National  Memorial  —  First 
Lord  of  Admiralty's  Tribute 
to  Great  Seaman. 


Rt.  Hon.  Winston  Churchill  presided 
recently  at  the  first  meeting;  of  the 
National  Committee  for  the  erection  in 
London  of  a  national  memorial  to  Sir 
Francis  Drake.  An  executive  commit- 
tee was  formed,  with  power  to  issue  a 
public  appeal  when  a  favorable  oppor- 
tunity   occurs.  * 

Colonel  E.  T.  Clifford  presented  the 
report  of  the  Organizing  Committee 
which  was  appointed  in  November  last. 
It  stated  that  the  Organizing  Commit- 
tee included  representatives  of  the 
various  bodies  Interested  In  the  career 
of  Drake  and  his  Influence  upon  naval 
development,  among  them  being  the 
Navy  League,  the  Dondon  Devonian- As- 
sociation, and  the  West  Indian  Club, 
A  public  statement  was  prepared  setting 
forth  the  peculiar  Claims'  Which  attach 
to  the  memory  of  Drake  In  the  growth 
of  British  sea  supremacy,  and  the  pro- 
posal that. a  suitable  memdrltifaltflf^MI 
be  erected  •  was  warmly.^  race^Wjsflliji.

Rt.  lion.  Herbert  Samuel,  the  Post- 
master-General, In  his  reply  to  the  cir- 
cular, described  the  course  adopted  by 
the  Executive  committee  which  organ- 
ized the  memorial  to  Captain  Cook,  of 
which  he  was  the  chairman.  He  added: 
"The  office  of  Works  have  given  a  site  for 
the  statue  in  the  Mall  a  few  yards  on 
the  St.  James's  Park  side  of  the  new 
Admiralty  Arch  on  the  right  hand  side 
approaching  the  Arch,  where  there  now 
stands  an  isolated  block  of  stone.  Sir 
Thomas  Brock's  statue,  the  full-size 
model  of  which  is  now^complete,  is  un- 
questionably a  very  fine  one — one  of  the 
best  pieces  of  work  which  he  has  done. 
1  enclose -photographs  of  the  small  first 
model.  It  occurs  to  me  that  the  Drake 
Committee  might  possibly  be  disposed 
to  consider  the  erection  of  a  similar 
statue  in  a  corresponding  position  on 
the  left  side  of  the  road  approaching 
the  Admiralty  Arch.  The  two  men  are 
not  unsuited  to  have  memorials  contig- 
uous to  one  another,  since  Cook's  great 
triumphs  in  the  more  peaceful  paths  of 
seamanship  are  little  Inferior  in  their 
way  to  Drake's  triumphs  In  time  of  war. 
Should  your  committee  be  disposed  to 
proceed  further  on  these  lines  I  should 
be  most  happy  to  assist  by  approaching 
the  Office  of  Works  at  to  a  site  or  by 
any  other  means  In  my  power." 

"A  Pioneer   of  British  Power" 

.  Mr.  Churchill,  in  moving  the  adoption 
of  the  report,  said  it  was  really  a  very 
remarkable  thing  that  there  should 
exist  no  monument  to  Drake  In  London 
at  the  present  time.  The  dependence  of 
of  this  great  city  upon  the  maintenance 
of  sea  power,  the  debt  which  It  owed  to 
that  long  line  of  sea  captains  who  on 
all  the  waters  of  the  world,  through  all 
generations,  had  guarded  our  land  and 
spread  our  Kmplre  far  and  wide,  should 
make  it  obvious  that  Londoners  should 
find  in  their  public  places  monuments 
and  memorials  of  great  seamen.  And  of 
all  the  great  seamen  of  the  past  there 
was  scarcely  any  one  who  more  fully 
embodied  the  characteristics  of  the 
British  Navy  than  Sir  Francis  Drake. 
He  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  British 
power.  He  was  one  of  those  figures 
Which,  if  they  did  not  belong  to  reality, 
would  belong  to  romance.  He  was_  one 
of  those  figures  which  appealed  and 
would  Increasingly  appeal  to  all  patri- 
otic sentiment  here  and  In  the  colonies 
and   dominions   over   the  seas. 

The  memory  of  Sir  Francis  Drake  will 
ever  be  cherished,  by  the  British  Navy. 
A  grent  .-miser  at  the  present  time  bore 
his  name;  and  no  one  could  doubt  that 
among  the  ships  which  from  one  period 
to  another  would  maintain  (fat  sea  su- 
premacy there  would  always  lie  found 
one  associated  with  him.  But  the  case 
for  the  erection  of  a  statue  In  the  met- 
ropolis was  surely  strong  enough  to 
justify  (he  influential  support  which  the 
committee  had  already  received,  and 
strong  enough  to  make  its  effnrts  Cer- 
tain to  be  crowned  by  success.  It  was 
hardly  possible  to  attempt  In  a  meeting 
like  that  to  appreciate  the  great  part 
played  by  Sir  Francis  Drake,  not  only 
in  the  history  of  the  British  Navy,  but 
In  the  history  of  the  country,  But  when 
they  considered  that  his  name  was  as- 
sociated with  such  glories  and  national 
events  as  the  circumnavigation  nf  the 
trlobe,  the  defeat  of  the  Spanish  Armada, 
and  the  introduction  of  the  potato,  he 
was  sure  they  would  feel  that  they  had 
not  presumed  unnecessarily  upon  the  at- 
tention of  a  busy  public  In  coming 
there  to  press  forward  Ihr  work  of  ' 
erecting  n    memorial    to    his    name.

BIGGEST  GUN  IN  WORLD 

Is  Being  Constructed  for  Defence  of  the 
Canal — Projectile 
Weighs  Over  Ton 


The  largest  gun  In  the  world  is  to  be 
used  to  guard  what  is  perhaps  the 
greatest  material  achievement  of  the 
human  race — the  Panama  Canal,  says 
the  New  York  correspondent  of  The 
London  Standard.  It  is  a  16-ln.  breech- 
loading  rifle,  and  is  the  first  of  several 
similar  great  cannon  that  are  to  be 
built  for  the  sea  coast  defence  of  the 
United  States. 

The  total  length  of  this  gun  Is  49  ft 
8  In.  At  the  breech  It  has  a  diameter 
of  60  in.,  and  tapers  from  this  to  2  8  in. 
at   the   muzzle.      The   main   bore   Is   37    ft. 

4  1-2  in.  long,  and  It  has  a  diameter  of 
16  in.  The  cylindrical  part  of  the  pow- 
der chamber  Is  7  ft.  5  In.  long,  with  a 
diameter  of  18.9  in.  If  smokeless  pow- 
der Is  used  It  will  require  576  lbs.  for 
a  single  charge,  and  If  black  powder  is 
used    1,176  lbs.   will   be  necessary. 

The    projectile    of    the    gun    measure* 

5  ft.  4  in.  In  length,  weighs  over  a 
ton — 2,370  pounds — and  when"  it  leaves 
the  muzzle  It  can,  penetrate  48.8  l^lSp 
steel.  The  range  is  no  less  than  21 
miles,  and  the  projectile  will  leave  the

VANCOUVER,  Sept.  4.— At  a  meeting 
of  the  Council  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
yesterday  a  ^resolution  was  passed  to 
the  effect  that  the  authorities  at  Otta- 
wa be  approached  with  a  view  to  the 
framing  of  amendments  to  the  Miller 
Act,  which  will  prevent  the  racing  as- 
sociations here  from  circumventing  the 
law,  as  is  now  done  by  the  holding  of 
continuous  race  meetings  for  weeks  at 
a  time.  It  was  also  decided  to  ask  the 
Attorney-General  of  the  Province  to  act 
in  assisting  the  passage  of  such  legis- 
lation. 

There  was  a  general  expression  of 
opinion  that  the  race  meetings,  as  at 
present  conducted,  continue  for  too  long 
a  time  and  have  a  predudicial  effect 
upon  both  the  morals  and  the  commer- 
cial prosperity  of  the  city  and  Province. 

The  Council  will  take  the  matter  up 
with  Ottawa  at  once,  and  will  also  com- 
municate with  Hon.  W.  J.  Bowser  with 
a  request  that  the  Federal  law  shall  be 
enforced    in   this    Province.
